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THE SHOOTING SEASON 


ROUSE shooting has been on since August 12th. 

Partridge shooting will be here in the course 

of another week and pheasant shooting opens 

on October 1st. There is, therefore, plenty 
of material from which to form an opinion as to the 
character of the shooting year. All that can be said of 
grouse shooting is that it has been wonderful in the circum- 
stances. During the years of the war moors, as a whole, 
were neglected. Human poachers were allowed to work 
their will, and other poachers, feathered and furred, were 
allowed to increase vastly in numbers owing to the fact that 
the majority of those who attended to the moors were away 
fighting. Little was done to check disease or to burn the 
heather and so bring on a supply of fresh and healthy food. 
It will take many seasons to restore the grouse moors to the 
condition in which they were before war broke out, but the 
work is proceeding steadily. Many excellent bags were 
made in the course of the first fortnight or three weeks, and 
the disappointing places were fewer than was expected. 
On several moors pretty widely distributed over Yorkshire 
and the North of England, Wales and the North of Scotland 
the coveys have been wonderfully good and large bags 
have been reported from them ; still, it would be too much to 
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say that the year as a whole holds out any possibility of being 
more than a moderate average, and it would be absurd to 
say of a number of moors that it will even reach that modest 
standard. No doubt, now that keepers and their assistants 
are available and means are in the hands of those who were 
enriched during the war, there will be a better account 
forthcoming next year. 

The breeding of pheasants and partridges was handi- 
capped by the deluge of rain which followed a fine beginning 
of summer. Those birds that nested early as a rule brought 
out their clutches complete, but those that nested later, whos: 
chicks appeared in the middle of the rain storms, had very 
little chance. Both to wild pheasants and to partridges rain 
is a great enemy—not in itself, perhaps, but indirectly. ‘The 
chicks running in the long wet grass stand a very great 
chance of being drowned or strangled. ‘That accounts for 
a deficiency on many estates, yet it would be wrong to say 
that the occurrence of fatalities of this sort has been 
universal. Last week on the edge of a Norfolk pheasant 
covert we put up many very late but splendid coveys. ‘The 
birds were just at the state when with a quick flutter ot 
wings they could get out of the way. They were obviously 
late, as many of the first hatched are already mature birds. 
Moreover, the very observant proprietor of the shooting 
was aware that many nests had been destroyed before 
hatching had taken place. He was of opinion that the 
depredators were hedgehogs. Whether he was right in his 
explanation or not, the fact was clear enough that the first 
clutches had been in many cases destroyed because these 
immature birds occurred where many coveys were fully 
grown. 

What is true of the partridge applies mutatis mutandis 
to the wild pheasant. Those bred in captivity suffered 
nothing from the weather, but the wild pheasant is as liable 
to lose its life in long wet grass as the partridge. No doubt, 
many of them have perished, and yet there does not seem to 
be any real scarcity of birds. It may be mentioned as an 
interesting item of natural history that the nightjar, which 
nests freely in the more open part of the pheasant coverts, 
has been very numerous this year. It is a pretty sight to 
come across them. The old bird makes off with all the 
pretence of a broken wing that partridges can perform so 
adroitly, and the peewit practises to perfection what time 
the young corn is just beginning to cover the seed bed. 
The little chicks of the nightiar are rather difficult to see, as 
they resemble in colour the dark twigs and withered leaves 
under the tree. Instinct, too, has taught them to remain 
perfectly still, and they keep their eyes shut as though they 
knew that these bright spots of colour can be detected when 
their dark brown, half-grown plumage fits so closely to 
their environment as to make them almost indistinguishable 
from it. If, however, one looks for them at the place where 
the wily old bird started her running, fluttering, broken- 
legged-looking retreat, they are not so difficult to find, and 
they keep crouching on the ground even when you have tried 
to stimulate a little movement with the end of a twig. The) 
are late arrivals and, therefore, late breeders. The pheasants 
that have been reared are now turned out to fend for them- 
selves and look as tame as chickens as they feed at the edg: 
of the coppice. It is not till they have heard the first gui 
that they develop a wildness and cunning equal, if no 
superior, to that of those that have multiplied and flourishe: 
without the aid of man. When October 1st come: 
experience tells that they will be as wild and shy as thos: 
that have bred on the headlands of the cornfields or clos: 
to the meadows.

HE fine thread, ever becoming finer and more 

frayed, on which the life of Mr. W. H. Hudson 

depended has snapped at last. His later days 

were triumphant in the sense that his genius 
was fully acknowledged, and instead of having to seek for 
means to augment the small pension awarded him some 
vears ago, he was inundated with offers of work beyond 
what he could possibly fulfil, and, in the words of 
Sir James Barrie, the cheques came rolling in; but 
success in advanced vears is very different from that 
attained in comparative youth. At any rate, he did not 
esteem it highly though he was glad to be able to give back 
his pension to the country and to enjoy a few of the modest 
pleasures that comparative wealth can give one of his 
temperament. It was far more to him that he had won 
through and that the public gave full recognition to the 
work of his later days, which was not better than that which 
they ignored at the beginning. He had, indeed, a long and 
difficult fight. ‘The essence of wide popularity was not in 
his work. It was thorough, individual and marked with 
every attribute of good writing, even to restraint and still- 
ness of the style, but the population of the woodland and 
the hill does not influence the crowd as do men and women. 
Hudson was one of those rare spirits who love to abstract 
themselves from human society in order to consort with 
the fin, feather and fur of the wilds. And the populace are 
no more prone to encourage the stvle of prose he wrote 
than they are to encourage Wordsworthian verse. 


NO doubt there will be many attempts in the days to 
come to “ place”? W. H. Hudson among the open-air 
writers in whom English literature is rich. He was the 
first to gain a very high position in this direction without 
having any sporting instinct. Insome respects he resembled 
Richard Jefferies more than any other of his predecessors. 
In delicacy of observation and tender outlook on all life 
that which animates the wild flower and the wild bird, as 
well as that of man—they came very close together. ‘The 
difference was that Richard Jefferies was a sportsman. He 
had much sympathy with sport of the illegitimate kind. So 
apparent was the sporting instinct in him in his early writing 
that the first important book he was asked to write was a 
volume on the fowling-piece, the publishers who made the 
offer being Messrs. Longmans, Green and Company. It is 
quite true that Jefferies, in later years, ceased to care for 
shooting and avoided killing in any shape or form, but 
still he could never free himself from an attitude that came 
from his being brought up among a class with whom sport 
is the most important element in life. It is probable that 
most people would accord to Izaak Walton the first place 
among writers of the open-air, and Izaak was a sportsman 
of the jolliest type. White of Selborne held the views of 
his time on this subject, and one has no difficulty in 
imagining him shooting partridges without scruple. Hudson 
had not this spirit in him. It might have been to his 
pecuniary advantage if he had. It was the pure spirit of 
Nature, the mother of all, that he worshipped and that he 
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rendered in a prose that is likely to be ever considered as 
a notable contribution to English literature. 


BEFORE the issue after this is in the hands of our readers, 

partridge shooting will be in full swing and the usual 
controversies about the supply and condition of the birds 
will be to a considerable extent answered. On a number of 
manors no answer will be found, for the simple reason that 
the harvest is very late this vear. South of the Thames a 
few farmers may have got their corn in by the end of the 
present month, but that is oniy on the supposition that a 
suitable type of weather follows the very moist days and 
nights of July. In the southern part of the country the 
oats have mostly been got in; wheat and barley are only 
colouring for the reaper. North of the Thames the crops 
are, naturally, not so forward, and north of the ‘Trent the 
harvest threatens to be very late indeed, so that partridge 
shooting will not take place on any very large scale. If we 
may venture a prophecy, the pheasant shooting is likely to 
begin promptly on October rst, because already, in the 
middle of August, the foliage of trees is turning red and 
yellow ; the change no doubt being effected by the keen 
frosts that have followed some, at least, of the heavy showers. 


MATTER well worth study bv great economists and 

statesmen is the difference in birth rate between, say, 
the middle classes of Hampstead and the inhabitants of 
the Poplar district. It is impossible for any one to blame 
the prudent middle-class householders for restricting the 
number of their children. ‘The latter are a growing expense 
and those who have not great incomes are coming to regard 
them as very expensive luxuries. In the working classes 
and in that class which can be described as being in the 
ranks of regular and well paid labour, there seem to be 
many inducements to increase the population. ‘The 
children cost nothing for their education ; they are early 
made to work, either for their own living or to eke out the 
family earnings. Besides, here we touch the most ignorant 
and, therefore, the most reckless class of society. It is 
remarkable, too, that many who are mentally defective 
nevertheless become fathers and mothers of large broods of 
children, the majority of whom inherit their defects. In the 
end, numbers control affairs, and the danger to the State is 
that we shall have a swelling population coming from the 
decadent class and a dwindling population coming from the 
hard-working and intelligent professional classes

VISITORS to the Isle of Wight and natives will be 
equally delighted with the gift to the isle of the fine 
stretch of downs between Ventnor and Shanklin known as 
St. Boniface Down. ‘The present owner, in order to carrv 
out the wishes of the late Mrs. Caroline Ann Evans, of 
Bryndir, Roehampton, has presented the land to the 
National Trust, to be held by them for the benefit of the 
nation. ‘Thus 221 acres of unspoiled downland commanding 
magnificent views pass into the possession of the public 
as represented by the National ‘Trust. ‘This is the ‘Trust’s 
first possession in the Isle of Wight, and we hope that the 
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name of the late Mrs. Evans will ever be remembered as 
the one whose far-seeing generosity secured this splendid 
property for the benefit of the public for all time. In 
bestowing upon the public this beautiful piece of ground, 
with its wide views of the sea in one direction and the 
beauty of the broken country stretching away to the north, 
she has done something for the country which deserves and 
ought to receive the greatest honour and the finest 
memorial that invention can devise. 


|v is reassuring to read an interim report from the 

committee which has been examining the condition of 
St. Paul’s. No doubt the danger of collapse has been 
exaggerated by those endeavouring to stir up public interest, 
for only most appalling descriptions evoke any response at 
all where money is concerned. Settlements and subsidences 
have gradually been going on from Wren’s time, and Sir 
Christopher himself dealt with a number of problems arising 
from them. But the committee thinks that, so far as it 
yet can tell, the foundations will not need strengthening. 
On the other hand, the settlements have always been involving 
partial repairs, and in many cases it is these that were defec- 
tive. ‘The piers and arches supporting the dome, filled 
with rubble and ashlar cased, are in urgent need of attention, 
for past repairers contented themselves with veneering the 
surface, where it had flaked. The flaking now appears 
due to pressure on the joints—a more serious symptom than 
formerly supposed. It is this that will require a long, 
laborious, expensive and, alas! unexciting work of repair. 
But not to assist the cure by ample money is like saving on 
doctor’s bills to be able to afford a showy funeral. 


] F the enormous crowd which assembled to s2e the match 

between Surrey and Yorkshire were attracted by a 
pure love of cricket, they must have been entirely satisfied 
with Monday’s play. ‘The day will henceforth be a notable 
one in cricket annals. All the elements existed for a 
dramatic struggle. If the championship was not actually 
to be decided, the chances for it would be extraordinarily 
improved for the victor. Surrey, on the Saturday preceding, 
had made a great score against the formidable Yorkshire 
bowling. ‘They only added 24 on Monday to make a total 
of 339. Yorkshire came within 19 of it for the loss of two 
wickets. ‘This success was gained by one of the finest 
exhibitions ever seen at the Oval. Sutcliffe carried off the 
honours of the stand by making for the day 161 not out, 
but Oldrovd made his 83 in a style that will entitle him 
to play in any test match of the future. The Surrey team’s 
fielding was, for the whole of the time, vigorous and alert. 
It must have been discouraging that Reay strained his 
side and had to give up the game. 


SENOR CAPABLANCA, the champion of the world, 

knows more of actual chess than he does of the tradi- 
tions of sportsmanship. He gave considerable offence on 
‘Thursday when, after drawing with Rubinstein on the 
thirteenth move, he offered an explanation of his conduct 
which did not at all please the onlookers, several of whom 
had come from a long distance to see the champion play. 
He said that in accordance with his score he had but to draw 
the game to be practically sure of the first prize. Accordingly 
he offered a draw on the thirteenth move when the game had 
only just been opened, and Rubinstein accepted it. We 
may illustrate the lack of sportsmanship by a reference to 
cricket. At the Oxford and Cambridge match this vear 
there was an old member of one of the Universities who 
came up from the depths of the country to see the match, 
accompanied by his son, a little sportsman of ten and a 
half. It was absolutely necessary, he said, that he should 
see every ball that was bowled. Suppose the two Univer- 
sities when Oxford had practically lost had slackened, what 
would the public have thought of them? They would have 
run a chance of being hissed. It is the same with chess. 
‘There were a great many visitors who had come up to town 
for the purpose of seeing the champion play, but if there had 
been no visitors it was his business and that of his opponent 
to play the hardest chess of which they were capable, 
because the game is the thing, not the accidental winning of 
aprize. Asa foreigner and one not steeped in the traditions 
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of sport, Senor Capablanca may be forgiven for one lapse 
of this kind, but after the sharp lesson he has received 
it will go ill with his reputation if he repeats the offence. 


VERY good news comes from Bordeaux. The vintage of 

1922 promises to be as good as that of the great claret 
year 1893. Vines, like fruit trees in this country, have not 
been attacked either by frost or by disease. ‘The summer 
has been very favourable to them, and claret, Graves and 
Sauterne promise to be very fine wines indeed. The pity 
of it is, from the French point of view, that so few countries 
are left in which to dispose of them. America is no buyer ; 
even those who are trying to introduce intoxicants into the 
United States surreptitiously do not concern themselves 
much with the wines of France. They want something 
more intense and brilliant. Nearly all of our colonies, like 
New Zealand, Australia and South Africa, make their own 
wines.

[LIEUTENANT HOPPER of H.M.S. Raleigh at the 
wreck of that vessel, which went aground off Labrador, 
has performed a feat of gallantry for which it would be 
difficult to find a parallel.

only the early morning in her place. 

We turned to each other, breaking vigil. 

** Kingfisher blue—diddle diddle ! ” said one of us ruefully. 
And then we both laughed at our discomfiture. Someone 
had blundered, and the expert would certainly say that it was we. 

So we prepared to go. And at that instant the kingfisher 
proved himself to be a sportsman, in two senses. No doubt he 
had seen our arrival, though we had not seen his departure ; 
at any rate, he had chosen to do his fishing in quieter waters. 
But now he was willing to let us see him come home. 

He came. We heard nothing; not the “very highly

For it does not take much knowledge to know that there can 
be no kingfisher anywhere, at any time, for anyone, like the 
first. 

No wonder the ancients told one another tall stories about 
that “‘ small parcel of life,” the kingfisher, and exalted them 
into established facts. Obviously it was that fourth-dimensional 
feeling experienced by one of our ancestors at sight of a king- 
fisher that tempted him till he fell. ‘“‘ How can I,” he must 
have argued to himself more or less, ‘“‘ express what I felt about 
this bird by saying simply that he was blue, and looked about 
seven inches long, and as if he might weigh two or three ounces ? 
The thing’s absurd!” So he made up some jolly tales instead, 
about floating nests and halcyon days and hanging a kingfisher 
up by the bill in order to tell the direction of the wind, and all 
the rest of it, simply to impress the other fellow with his own 
perfectly just sense of the indefinable wonder and glory of this 
blue bird par excellence. And the other fellow went out and 
saw a kingfisher for himself and believed the tail stories and 
added a few more to them and passed them on. And small 
blame to either of them !

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NOTES ON THE GROUSE 


SEASON 


By THE Hon. Dovuctas CaIrRNs. 


T is somewhat early in the season to assess with any approach 

to accuracy the error which inspired most of the grouse 

prophets in their gloomy forebodings, ,but even the few 

days of shooting which have passed may serve as an indica- 

tion that prophecy has not been reduced to a fine art. 
One must not, however, be too hard on these gentry: their 
profession is more speculative in these latter days when dogs, 
if used at all, are mostly hired instead of being bred and broken 
on the spot, the finish of their education affording material for 
a fairly accurate forecast. 

And, indeed, to anybody who saw some of our high ground 
during the month of May, for instance, the Monadhliath, its 
rolling tablelands a dazzling waste of snow down to perhaps 
1,500ft. above sea-level, the possibility of nesting seemed remote. 
Here, surely, was not a matter of lost nests or drowned chicks, 
calamities from which, at any rate, there is some possible recovery, 
but rather of total depopulation. Nor was this all, nor the 
worst. High ground can be repopulated Jater on under suitable 
conditions of weather and feeding, and, no doubt, such has been 
the case in many localities. But with immigrant grouse over- 
crowding and over-eating the lower moors there is grave danger 
of disease resulting. “It has happened before, and_ history 
will repeat itself,’ said the pessimists. Rumours confirmed 
their fears. Twenty-five dead birds were picked up during a 
short walk down a burn in Strathspey. ‘‘ Patches’ of disease 
were announced from Sutherland—from the very strath, in 
fact, where (at Wildonan) 61} brace were killed the other day. 
And, generally, the prospects for high ground were said to be 
poor. The ‘“ Happy Warrior’? would be he who could look 
forward to a campaign to be conducted on ground just below 
the snowed-out heights, and carrying a sufficiency of food to 
counteract the effects of an immigration from those inhospitable 
areas; a moor enjoying a position similar to that of a food- 
hoarding provision merchant at a popular resort in war time. 

The possessor of grouse ground just so situated, in course 
of a conversation I had with him in July, deeply deplored the 
fiscal stringencies which compel him, in common with most 
proprietors, to find a tenant for his moor. ‘* Almost a record 
for my ground,” was his forecast, ‘‘ as the repeated snowstorms 
of May did not lie much below 1,500ft.; higher up, affairs are 
very different.”” I have not heard whether or not his optimism 
has proved to be well founded, but from Meallmore in the 
immediate neighbourhood, comes a rumour of two wonderful 
days—details unconfirmed at the moment—which augurs well for 
the adjoining ground, on which His Majesty the King is to be an 
honoured guest next week. On the whole, and relegating 
prophecies and prophets to oblivion, not only is the failure of the 


THE FASCINATION 


HEN partridge shooting is mentioned we think, 

according to circumstances, of two very different 

things. One is called ‘ walking-up,’”’ the other 

“ driving.”” Each has its advocates, but the 

mettod followed is mostly determined by circum- 

stances. Walkirg-up is the better furnished with 
quiet pleasures, occasional thrills and persevering hard work ; 
its counterpart, by higher marksmanship achievement. To 
some extent the favouring of drives is a concession to 
laziness, an avoidance of the fatigue which overpowers the 
body whose indulgence in the more inert habits of life has 
marred its locomotive faculties. To those who can walk, 
I would say do not on any account miss the satisfactions of 
September partridge shooting. If you cannot walk, or, thinking 
vou can, resent the call to unnecessary effort—well, insist on 
the superior merits of driving, and reserve your stock of birds 
for the October programme. 

Walking-up, specially conducted, is so beneficial to a stock 
of partridges that it should everywhere be practised, if by no 
one else, at least by the keepers, provided there is one among 
them who is complete master of the gun. In the early days of 
September the old birds of the brood are clearly differentiated 
in size from the young family ; they also spring up first and so 
catch the eye. No matter with what favour driving is regarded, 
this is the time to make sure of the old birds. A covey needs only 
to be sprung once to secure those with blue legs, the young ones 
which are spared being by this time well able to fend for them- 
selves, supplying better sport as the season advances and being 
assured when the next breeding time draws near of freedom to 
choose nesting places unhampered by the jealousy of parents 
who demand much more than the needful roaming and feeding 
area. 

When walking-up offers the main, perhaps the only, oppor- 
tunity of sport, more drastic methods have necessarily to be 


high ground a failure confined to certain areas only ; in other 
localities some of the highest ground over which grouse are shot 
has yielded and is yielding better results than has been the case 
for fifty years; for instance, at Glencallater and Invercauld, 
where 128 brace and 80} brace fell to four and two guns respec- 
tively. In Glenmuick, deer-forest ground though it be, two guns 
were prevented killing more than t1t brace by their supply of 
cartridges, which was unequal to the demand, at an elevation 


varying between 1,350ft. and 2,500ft. Across in Banftshire, from 
Glenavon, three guns are reported to have totalled 1o4 brace, 
‘not on the proper grouse ground,’ and presumably nearer 


that high ridge forming the watershed and touching 3,S8ooft. 
at one point. One wonders what results the “ proper" ground 
gave. At Glenfiddich, a first-class driving moor, a party killed 
over 300 brace, and at Clova (Aberdeenshire) just under 500 
brace resulted from four days’ shooting. Altogether, the counties 
of Banff and Aberdeen seem to have done very well, nor are the 
details received from further westwards by any means indicative 
of failure. Following the Grampians, one day produced 136 
brace and 100 brace at Gaick and Glentromie respectively. At 
Gaick, the lodge itself must be some 1,300ft. above sea level, 
while Phones, lying a little lower, seems to be none the worse 
for “‘immigration’’; one day of about 100 brace is already 
reported from there. Caithness has not had such a stock of 
birds for many years; 100 brace to a dogging party (one or 
two guns), has been touched more than once. This remains 
the dogging county par excellence; but, unless the parent birds 
are religiously picked the first time over the ground, it is difficult 
to deal properly with their broods on subsequent occasions 
Especially is this the case in wet weather, and on the 
“flow ” ground, with its large areas of standing water, where, 
incidentally, the midges are of a size and voracity unknown 
elsewhere. 

Pointers and setters were in considerable demand at high 
prices, whether for sale or on hire. The wages of beaters and 
the characteristically foolish school regulations have made 
driving an expensive game—unless the results are marketed 
and the cost of dog-keep is still worse than half way between 
normal and mid-war price, so far as the various patent foods are 
concerned—labour-saving, no doubt, to the keeper, but not to 
the canine stomach. 

Stags are fairly forward and likely to be good, and no doubt 
the reduction of hinds during the war has had a beneficial etfect

employed. Then comes in the real art of the process, and, 
sav what people will, it is a high art and one that makes a sustained 
call on physical effort, tactical instinct, patience, and many other 
qualities. My own choice of numbers is two—which is to say 
one’s own perfect self and a companion as nearly as_ possible 
equally perfect, hard as so rare a specimen is to find. A keeper, 
with one or two youths accustomed to the work, completes the 
party. The impedimenta include a partridge stick, a fifty-bag 
of cartridges slung round the shoulders of each of the boys, 
and, finally, a retriever, which we hope will prove as perfect in 
accomplishment as in the avoidance of heartrending errors. 
The line is formed some thirty vards wide with a gun at cither 
end, keeper and dog in the centre, with the boys equally spaced 
in the intervals. So compact a line works almost automatically, 
the keeper—by his better knowledge of the ground, of the location 
of the coveys, the means of access to the fields and so on 
probably inspiring the general direction. Everything is done 
in silence, the line automatically adopting an absolutely straight 
front. If the other outside gun fails to keep distance, or if 
one of the boys lags or gets too far forward, a severe admonition 
is delivered at the first opportunity. But assuming that the drill is 
practised correctly, the line starts off by keeping contact with 
the edge of the field, walks it right to the end, moves sideways 
to the next strip, the guns by turns taking the edge of the as 
yet unwalked ground. If the distance is nicely adjusted both 
guns get their chance at centrally rising coveys, each selecting 
his birds so as not to shoot at those which are making for his 
companion’s front. While the result of a broadside is being 
gathered the line pauses, careful marking of the places enabling 
the majority of birds to be picked up without delay, the dog 
dealing with the more difficult cases. 

No general survey of the work will permit its niceties to be 
examined in detail; suffice to say that as the day proceeds the 
bag grows to satisfactory dimensions for a minimum of loss and 
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disturbance to the stock. Quite a small area can be so treated 
for a day a week right away to the middle of October, the progress 
of harvest and the gradual curtailment of roots and potatoes 
necessitating appropriate adjustments, the birds all the time 
getting wilder and less approachable. The prolongation of sport 
is sometimes favoured by a conveniently placed field of seed 
clover, and although there are many who think this opportunity 
too deadly, the use of it will oftentimes provide the only means 
of taking the appropriate toll. On properly keepered ground 
the breeding stock which gains immunity by gradually increasing 
wildness will be all-sufficient for future requirements ; and on 
unkeepered ground there is no standard by which to judge. 
Meanwhile, there is the October pheasant to add variety to the 
later bags, and maybe some nice patches of rough ground for 
holding rabbits, not to forget a scattering of hares, and oddments 
in the duck line. 

When larger parties have to be catered for the procedure 
is very similar, subject always to the risk that defects of discipline 
will be more difficult to correct. A running-in dog checked by 
a strident voice, a sloppy line, committee meetings at gates, 
not to mention all the other possible annoyances, are usually 
more prevalent ; but if there is one person present who knows 
how the thing ought to be done and is possessed of tact, the 
team should soon learn its work—always provided that the party 
is not hampered in its evolutions by a lame duck. In favour of 
the larger party is that the ground can be covered without 
those rather monotonous fallings back to take in the next 
strip under wind conditions as favourable as the first. On 
the other hand, the delays while gathering birds are more frequent, 
and the patience is at times hard tried by seeing coveys getting 
away which uninterrupted walking would have reached. One 
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being the suddenness with which coveys appear over the fence 
top, this apart from the more obvious fact that the line of flight 
is nearly a right angle with the line of fire, hence necessitating 
a wide sky space of forward allowance. The stock of birds may 
be ample, the skill in driving them may bring them over in nicely 
broken-up lots, but at the finish the bag depends on marksman- 
ship: in a word, the tranquil readiness of the accomplished 
performer. When a party of shooters includes only two 
first-rate shots, the difference they make is painfully evidenced 
by the vacuum when they are absent. And partridges cannot 
be shown an indefinite number of times. 

The remedy is fairly apparent, and nowadays more or less 
automatic in its application. Heavily burdened landowners 
are letting their surplus beats, confining their attention to the 
choicer areas which they can handle in an efficient manner. 
Others are beginning to recognise that the availability of first- 
class guns can be increased by letting the surplus stands to 
keen townsmen who will gladly contribute a substantial sum for 
the privilege of joining a first-class shooting party—men of un- 
questioned social standing who have devoted their lives to pro- 
fessional or other work and, therefore, are not in the position to 
shoot four days a week, partly on their own and partly on 
neighbours’ estates. The shooting talent available is practically 
unlimited, but it must be sought wider afield than the immediate 
neighbourhood. Though the new blood brought in cannot swap 
invitation for invitation, it can perform the even more valuable 
office of contributing to the cost. This, in essence, is the remedy 
for the weak spots which occur in many a line of shooters. Those 
left out must then take their deficiencies seriously. 

Whether the partridge be regarded from the humbler stand- 
point of walking-up or the more opulent method of driving, it 
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sees,companion guns committing the error of firing at single 
distant birds and so putting up well broken coveys out of range. 
hese things always happen, but the pleasure is to shoot in 
company when each individual is so well versed that they are 
reduced to a minimum. 

So much for September partridge shooting. It is the sport 
of our ancestors and of so many of their descendants as have not 
lost the joy of compiling small bags every item in which is the 
result of personal endeavour and initiative. Keepers as a rule 
would like their masters to do more walking at all stages of the 
season than is now customary, for there is much outside ground 
which cannot well contribute to drives, yet which, if systematically 
shot, would confer the double benefit of adding to the season’s 
bag and improving the residuum of breeding stock. Many 
such spots offer opportunities for impromptu drives, though 
walking must of necessity occupy the bulk of the time. 

Where partridge driving is the hallowed practice of an estate, 
walking-up has of necessity to be avoided, or at best confined to 
the boundaries or other places which do not matter. Many 
estates are left entirely alone in this respect for the sufficient 
reason that their owners are busily engaged among the grouse. 
Whether this complete immunity in September is a good thing 
there are many reasons for doubting. In the first place, an 
area devoted to driving is necessarily large, and judging by 
observations made during visits to a number of typical examples 
I have gained the impression that the majority are insufficiently 
shot, or at all events that the size of the breeding stock is on the 
over-heavy side. The usual standard by which results are judged 
is the bag, but as an indication it is only reliable when propor- 
tionate to the number of birds sent over the line. The driven par- 
tridge offers a far from easy mark, one of its principal difficulties 
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is the greatest sporting asset of the country, both in the matter 
of numbers and the satisfying zest of its pursuit. Yet the demand 
it makes by way of care and attention is very modest. In many 
ways it is rather a silly bird. If only it would nest at a modest 
elevation from the ground its eggs and brood wouid be com- 
paratively safe, but locating its homestead as it does in the 
hedgebanks or on the ground, it is the prey of cats, rats, stoats, 
weasels and hedgehogs, not to mention winged vermin which 
would still attack its nest if in an elevated position. The very 
accessibility of the nest necessitates constant care on the part of 
a keeper, who, be it understood, can single-handed guard a very 
large area. Then again, as we have learnt to our cost this season, 
the young partridge chicks are peculiarly sensitive to inclement 
weather during the early weeks of their career. Perfect weather 
seldom occurs, but when it does we see what immense breeding 
capacity the bird possesses. In average seasons, which is to say, 
seasons where there has been the inevitable something amiss, but 
no overwhelming disaster, the keeper’s care produces a fine 
total of lusty survivors. Coveys of eight and ten everywhere 
abound, which would have been but disconsolate pairs of barren 
birds had the hedgehog on the gibbet been allowed to pursue 
its greedy career or the stoat continued its bloodthirsty methods. 
Sentiment demands immunity of all God’s creatures, but 
surely we are justified in loading the balance in favour of the 
partridge, which in life does nothing but good to the farmer, 
which provides sport of the highest order'and which in another 
connection offers the finest accompaniment to bread sauce and 
brown gravy. In hard winters the partridge is grateful for a 
modicum of assistance, but taking the year all round it asks 
tor little, labours unceasingly in man’s interest and yields a 
choice harvest. Max Baker. 
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S relief to a strenuous city life nothing healthier or more 
delightful could be conceived than the task Mr. 
Debenham has set himself at the Bladen Dairy Farms, 
Dorset. It is to bring order and prosperity back to a 
neglected estate of about 3,500 acres which he pur- 

chased in two portions before the war. In addition to other 
attractions the district has a charming literary interest, as it lies 
only nine miles from Dorchester, in the very heart of the Hardy 
country. 

The literary pilgrim may enter it at Bere Regis, the Kingsbere 
of “ Tess of the D’Urbervilles.” Little beyond its beautiful 
church remains to Bere Regis. Its ancient manor house, 
owned by Simon de Montfort in the reign of Henry III 
and by Robert Turberville in the time of Henry VIII, 
is barely indicated by the slight remains in a field east 
of the church. Side by side with the estate on the south,

A feature of the estate that has special interest is the amount 
of sandy heath, which, if we are not mistaken, is not destined 
to remain for ever in its present condition. An experiment 
already tried goes to show that at little expense, if any, it could 
be turned into good land. The teaching of Mr. Edge and 
Dr. Rowlands has not fallen on stony ground. Pigs have been 
turned out on the waste with most promising results. A sow 
and her litter will in a short space of time clear and manure a 
wilderness. ‘The essential is that the process should be carried 
out by folding in the way sheep are folded on roots or a 
green crop, as unless kept under effective restraint the animals 
will play havoc with the sown as well as clear up the wild. For 
that purpose the space to be dealt with must be enclosed with 
some sort of fencing. Near suitable woodland, hurdles could 
be made on the estate, and where this is not practicable a wire 
fencing should be purchased. The wire should be stout and the 
meshes small, especially those near the ground, for the pigling 
is as clever as a rabbit at wriggling through a hole, and the 
old sow has teeth like those of a saw and an obstinacy in 
pushing equal to that of a politician after a peerage.

of neglect. It means a considerable amount of work, as 
the ditches had been allowed to accumulate earth and weeds 
till they were nearly full up. Yet it would almost be a crime 
to allow the sparkling stream that flows down the middle of 
this fine meadowland to play no part in irrigation. Probably 
the initial cause of neglect was the falling off in the number of 
sheep kept in the neighbourhood. ‘This is not the place to 
explain the art of “ floating’ or ‘* drowning,” which are old 
names for irrigating or watering the meadows, but some figures 
are given in “‘ Wright on Floated Meadows,” a curious and 
accurate book on the subject printed at Northampton in 1808, 
that illustrate the method and results in an interesting fashion. 
The aim is the same now as it was then, namely, to produce 
a good pasture in early spring before the grass comes on less 
favoured meadows. The extract is enlightening if that idea 
is clear in the reader’s mind: 

In order to make the most money out of the spring-feed, the 
proprietor kept the grass untouched till the second day of April, from 
which time he let it to the neighbouring farmers, to be eaten oft in 
five weeks, by the undermentioned stock at the following rates per head :

It is added that the hay crop was “as usual ”’ 16 tons and was 
six weeks in growing. Those who know the value of fresh 
grass in early spring—and who does not ?—will need no further 
demonstration of the advantage of “ floating,” an art that 
flourished in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I, if not before. 

Little space is left for referring to other activities on the 
estate ; one, the planting of an orchard, should not be allowed 
to go altogether without mention. About twenty-five acres 
have been planted with choice fruit trees.

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THE ART OF MR. HOLDERNESS 
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AND 


MR. WETHERED 


By BERNARD DARWIN. 


HIS week the studious golfer may contrast the styles 

of probably the two most interesting figures in our 
amateur golf of to-day—Mr. Holderness, who is the 
Amateur Champion, and Mr. Roger Wethered, who 

in tying last year for the Open Championship did what 

we all believed no amateur would ever succeed in doing again. 
In the first of these illustrated articles there were shown 
three distinguished disciples of the gospel of the “ shut face ’’— 
Mr. Hooman, Mr. Mellin and Mr. Layton. Mr. Holderness’s 
method is in direct contrast to theirs. He stands in the old ways 
and is an “‘ open facer.’”’ That is apparent from the picture of 
the top of the swing. The nose of the club is pointing not to 
heaven but to earth, and the face is parallel with the line on which 
the ball is to be driven, just as our golfing pastors and masters 
always taught us that it should be. If we contrast the picture 
of half way up in the back swing with that of Mr. Hooman, 
for example, in a similar position, we see that at that point there 
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—AND HITS THE BALL 
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is a considerable difference. In the case of the “ shut-facers 
the left wrist is more noticeably over, the right wrist more under 
the shaft, and the club has been taken further away behind the 
player. The fact about Mr. Holderness’s swing which the photo- 
graph does not seem to me fully to bring out is that he has a very 
upright swing of the club. When he is not at his best it almost 
becomes an upright lift rather than swing, and then he is apt to 
slice ; but these days are rare, for he is, on the whole—especially 
for one who does not get a great deal of practice—a wonderfully 
unerring driver. In this upright quality of his swing there is 
something reminiscent of Vardon and Duncan; but there is not 
—or, at least, if there is I cannot see it—the typically Vardonian 
movement in which the hands go back before the club head, 
and the roll over of the wrists is postponed till a later period 
in the up-swing. Mr. Holderness, however, drives a ball which 
is distinctly like that of the two professionals in that it has 
generally a slight turn—or, as it is often called, a “‘ drift ”’—from 
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MR. WETHERED'S 


left to right. He is scarcely ever guilty of a hook, and, if he errs, 
it is on the right-hand side of the course. Another result of his 
method is that, also like Vardon and Duncan, he has no difficulty 
in picking up the ball with a wooden club through the green, 
even though it lies close. 

To come back to the photographs, it will be seen that the 
left arm is kept very straight and the hands are decidedly high 
at the top of the swing, two points worthy of commendation, and 
generally there is an air of ease and contro]. There is one point 
to which, I suppose, exception should be taken on technical 
grounds, namely, that the left heel never seems to come quite 
firmly to earth to receive the shock of the blow. The thrust 
forward of the left hip is there preparatory for that shock, but 
there is a little daylight under the heel, and it is still there after the 
ball has gone. The same thing was noticeable to the same small 
extent in the pictures of Mr. Hooman, and I begin to think it 
cannot be a very great crime. In point of fact, I believe that, 
whether or not they ought to be, a great many good players are 
to a perceptible degree on both toes at the moment of impact. 

The photographs of Mr. Wethered lack something of pro- 
portion because we do not see quite enough of the back swing: 
On the other hand, the series showing the down swing is exception- 
ally good. In the first picture of all the artist did, I think, 
what all golfers do—he struck too soon. His laudable object 
was to discover exactly how Mr. Wethered begins the taking 
back of the club, but the club has not gone back quite far enough. 
The most noteworthy point about it seems to me the grip. 
The left hand is, if I may so express it, very much behind the 
shaft, with the knuckles pointing pronouncedly upwards. It

is a grip likely to shut the face at the top, and sure enough the 
face is considerably shut, though not quite so much so as in the 
Mellin and Mr. Layton. The left 
arm is tremendously straight and stiff, as Mr. Wethered in his 
book says it should be, and as it is, in fact, in the case of the best 
drivers. 


case of Mr. Hooman, Mr. 


That stiffness is still very noticeable when the club is 
well on its way down. Looking at the third picture, you would 
swear that the club head would never reach the ball in time 
and that the hands would come through too soon; but, in fact, the 
head is held back till the last possible moment and then comes 
with a terrific rush. No one makes the club travel quicker 
at the crucial moment than Mr. Wethered, and here is something 
of the secret of speed revealed. 

Another interesting point to note is, I think, how very 
gradually the “climb over” of the wrists takes place. It ts 
only when the club has travelled a good long way past the place 
where the ball used to be that the right wrist climbs over the 
left to any great extent. 
which is full of grace and vigour, we have a really fine example 
of the stiff arm. 
after the ball. 
compared with that of many a lady player who dangles the club 
far down over her left shoulder after hitting the ball fifty yards. 
But it is a very big follow through, and that is the point.

S an English country home Iford is exceptional and 
apart. It is not in the usual category even of old 
places, altered and developed to suit modern ideas 
of inhabitance and gardening. It has an individual 
history—somewhat in the past and very much in the 


present. It lacks much that we are almost certain to find 
included in the normal description of the ‘ desirable” and 
‘attractive’ place of to-day. The most robust auctioneer 


would find his courage fail him if he attempted, in regard to

it, to pen his usual phrase about the “ lounge hall.’ Drawing- 
room and dining-room are terms that have disappeared from 
its accommodation list. Outside, there is nothing which quite 
answers to what the lady who fashionably ‘ dotes on her 
garden’? expects to see as matching her pergola and her 
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parterre, her rockery and her herbaceous border. But what 
is wanting in the usual is there in the exceptional in ‘ good 
m2asure, pressed down . and running over.’ Is there not 
even bewildering much? The feast to eye and brain is delicate 
and rare, but also it is profuse and abundant. Although 
continued next week, the illustrations will do no more than 
present a few items of the long list, and will mainly show 
additions made since 1907 when Iford appeared in CounTRY 
Lire after Mr. Peto had established himself there and had 
begun that long course of thoughtful treatment which has 
made a spot—forlornly neglected, although inherently desirable 

fully representative of his personality and of his aims. From 
boyhood he had strong leanings towards the beautiful in 
nature and in art. His life has been spent in the maturing 
of these leanings and, as we 
know from his architectural 
career, in their practical reali- 


sation for others as well as 
for himself. An assiduous but 
discerning collector of all 


ancient objects, especially such 
as combine utility with 
beauty, he retained much that 
was rare and unusual, and, to 
give them an adequate setting, 
needed in the first place an 
effective and sympathetic site, 
and afterwards the gradual 
transformation of such site into 
an apt and convincing frame- 
work for his treasures. As he 
found it, Iford was the raw 
material. As the illustrations 
show it, it is a striking example 
of perfected craftsmanship. 
Nature provided a hillside 
steeply descending, without 
plateau or flat, to the Wiltshire 
bank of the rapid flowing Frome 
river. Any level meads that its 
narrow valley afford are on the 
opposite, or Somerset bank, 
reached by crossing the exceed- 
ingly picturesque Late Me- 
dizval bridge (Fig. 11). In due 
course man converted the upper 
and steeper portion of the hill- 
side into a long and narrow 
hanging wood of varied timber, 
while in the lower and less 
abrupt portion he introduced 
cultivation and buildings. That 
he began to do early, so that 
the Domesday surveyors found 
that one Theodoric had owned 
Iford when Edward the Con- 
fessor was king, but that 
William the Conqueror had 
given it to his half-brother, 
the Count of Mortain, whose 
tenant was Alured. In Edwar- 
dian times it was added to the 
possessions of the powerful 
local family of Hungerford, 
whose Castle of Farleigh lies 
in ruin a mile away high up 
on the Somerset side of the 
stream. ‘They remained lords

of the seventeenth century, but the lands were held on 
sufficiently long and secure tenure to enable fifteenth 
century occupiers to build well and solidly. Thus, John Horton, 
who was buried at Bradford-on-Avon in 1497, is described as 
of Iford, as are his descendants all through the sixteenth century. 
Bradford was then, and long remained, one of the important 
centres of the west cf England cloth trade, and the Hortons 
were local clothiers, plying their craft, perhaps, close to Iford, 
for I remember, only a score of years ago, seeing tenter- 
hooked framework for stretching cloth still standing below 
Farleigh Castle. 

To the Hortons we must owe such Late Gothic and Early 
Renaissance work as remains at Iford. Of the former there 
were no visible traces when Mr. Peto acquired the place in 
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Copyrigh. 4.—FROM GARDEN HALL TO HALL, “CL” 

1899; but in the “ Boke of Iford ”—the careful description 
which he has drawn up of what he found and what he did— 
we read how he had at first thought that there was nothing 
older about the fabric than the latter part of Elizabeth’s reign, 
but that one day, noticing a wren go into a chink in the wall 
near the ground level on the east side of the house, he pulled 
away stones and found a stone window of four lights dating 
from the close of the fifteenth century and complete in every 
way, except as to glass. The house as we see it externally 
(Fig. 1) looks like a late sixteenth century dwelling raised on 
the bank with an early eighteenth century block set in front 
of it on the lower level of the narrow flat between slope and 
river. There is no doubt that after William Chanler, salter 
of Bradford, acquired the freehold in 1700, the house was 
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enlarged and altered in the fashion of the time. But Mr. Peto’s 
alterations and investigations have made it clear that the three- 
storeyed classic front was not a complete new build, but incor- 
porated portions of the fifteenth century Horton dwelling, 
although none of its features, internal or external, was 
permitted to show. ‘The action of the wren was the beginning 
of a knowledge of this fact, and when Mr. Peto altered the 
sham east wing into the present delightful loggia he found 
that the apparently classic wall was to no small extent made 
up of old material, partly Gothic, and among the débris was 
a single-light window frame and drip stone, of about 1500,

sufficiently complete to build into and give dignity to the east 
gable of the stable building. After finding the four-light 
window in what was the undercroft of the Elizabethan building, 
he had opened out the space it lit, had made it into the “‘ garden 
hall” (Fig. 3) and had entered the loggia from it through 
the doorway seen in the illustration (Fig. 5). The room 
occupying the space between the loggia and the front door— 
which is in the centre of the classic front—was a dining-room 
of such depressingly Victorian get-up that for some years 
Mr. Peto made use of it merely as a storeroom. Finally, 
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however, he decided to throw it into the rather narrow entrance 
lobby, leading from front door to staircase, to give extra light 
and interest to it by opening a large window door from it to 
the loggia and to use it for meals at all times when the weather 
made the loggia undesirable for the purpose. In pulling away 
for the window he found buried in the wall an exceptionally fine 
fireplace with Late Gothic mouldings and traceried panels. Pre- 
paring to introduce it where stood a black marble Victorian horror, 
he found that there had at one time been here an Elizabethan 
chimneypiece which had been largely destroyed to admit its 
undesirable successor. The illustration (Fig. 2) shows the 
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room as it now is, with the loggia arcade seen through the 
door window, and the recovered Gothic fireplace set in the 
middle of the north wall. Next to it, on the left, is seen a fine 
stone doorway of the Gothic period, which also was a discovery, 
having been blocked up and covered under plaster and wall- 
papers, but affording a very desirable way through to the 
garden hall (Fig. 4) which had only been approached through 
an archway from the staircase hall. How, starting with these 
incidents, found im situ, Mr. Peto has, by the just and apt intro- 
duction of extraneous objects, created interiors quite fascinating 
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to any lover of the past may be, in a measure, realised by the 
illustrations, although the full enjoyment of these varied scenes 
can only be obtained by actual presence among them. In the 
garden hall, the great oaken figures that support the ceiling 
were purchased at Morlaix and, no doubt, were at the angle 
of an old Gothic timber-framed house that had been pulled 
down. The canopied figure, holding a tower in her left hand, 
is St. Barbara, patroness of soldiers, but of architects also. She 
is full of the calm dignity which the medizval sculptor knew 
so well how to render. Lit as it is by the morning sun streaming 
in at the discovered window, it forms part of a delicious com- 


position. In the other illustration, through the opened up 
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Gothic doorway, we get a glimpse of the hall as completed in 
1916 and as to which Mr. Peto tells us: 


Here I put my fine examples of medieval ironwork, Spanish 15th 
century candle corona, lectern etc. and my collection of old fire 
implements and fire crane and fireback—French 16th century, 
keeping all very primitive with rush matting on the floor, early 
oak furniture my collection of pewter and the verv fine 


great panel of Elizabethan “* petit point ” tapestry of the children: 


of Israel in the desert. Over the fireplace I have placed an 
interesting 15th century Flemish panel of tapestry with the Virgin 
and Child in the centre flanked by St. John the Baptist and a 
bishop. 
These and other objects of equal rarity and interest are seen 
in the illustration of this room, while in the picture of the 
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loggia we note that it is not only for structural enrichments 
and for furniture that Mr. Peto has drawn upon the past, but 
that the utensils and appurtenances of the dinner table belong 
to former times and many nations. 

In the garden it was the surroundings of the loggia, the 
rise to the level of the Elizabethan portion of the house, and 
the continued ascent thence to the broad terrace walk (which 
long ago had been contrived as the main garden feature 
separating the hanging wcod from the lawns) that first occupied 
Mr. Peto’s attention. He transformed awkward grass banks 
into ordered steps and terraces and set them with objects 
brought from Italy and representing both the Gothic and 
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Renaissance periods of that land. He transferred a charming 
octagon garden house, that he found half hidden in the kitchen 
garden, to a.commanding position at the east end of the terrace 
walk, and created the other features which were so well shown 
in these pages fifteen years ago. Since then he has added 
many important incidents, and these we will now visit and 
consider. 

There had been kitchen garden ground along the western 
half of the terrace and, although the terrace walk had been 
extended to the orchard boundary and the tall Ionic piers 
added before Mr. Peto came, there was untidiness and the 
survival of greenhouses and sheds at this point. To the terrace 
Mr. Peto gave architectural definition by running along a 
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colonnade composed of the local Westwood stone, and between 
the existing Ionic piers he built up a great semicircular stone 
seat (Fig. 9). In front of this are two gems of ancient Italy 
in the form of a well-head and of a marble column sustaining 
the bucket crane. The well-head had been purchased by Mr. 
Peto from Dr. Pagani of Bologna, who had found it abandoned 
in a village near Ravenna. It was not till after it had found 
its way to the Iford terrace that Sir Martin Conway identified 
it as having been originally one of the capitals of the columns 
of the destroyed church of St. Andrew of the Goths, built at 
Ravenna by Theodoric fourteen centuries ago (see COUNTRY 
Lire, October 11th, 1913). North of the terrace walk, with 
the hanger immediately behind it, Mr. Peto found a tool shed 
of wood and thatch that threatened collapse. When patching 
up ceased to be effective, he replaced it by a casita (Fig. 7)—a 
Spanish form of loggia—into which he was able to introduce 
further spoils of Italy and notably the tall pink Verona marble 
twin columns, dating from about 1200 A.D., which are used to 
form its arcading, while the aperture in the west wall has been 
filled in with a wrought iron grille, probably of South German 
sixteenth century origin (Fig. 8). South of the terrace had 
stood a greenhouse which was transformed into a fountain recess 
(Fig. 6). ‘The square basin is lined with blue mosaic, and into 
it the water jets from the breast of a stag which the hunter, 
having wounded with his crossbow, has seized and on wtich he is 
inflicting final despatch. On each side of this sixteenth century 
Italian sculpture are amorini set on Byzantine columns, and 
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Byzantine, or even pre-Byzantine, is the plaque let into the 
wall and representing a female riding on a tiger. Along the 
north side of this recess runs the colonnade which abuts at 
the back wall, its cornice being continued along the top of the 
latter and below it a frieze of open panels containing terra- 
cotta plaques of fifteenth century Milanese workmanship. Mr. 
Peto obtained many of these and has introduced them also into 
the loggia and the cloister, but, well as he knows Italy, he has never 
seen any in their old positions. It would be interesting if anyone 
who had could throw light on their original use and purpose. 
The pathway which passes in front of the fountain recess 
descends by several flights of steps with rose terraces to the 
left and to the right, built out into the orchard area, a patio, 
replacing another tumbledown garden shed. The patio (Fig. 10) 
is a shady retreat full of incident and outlook. Through the 
westward columns the grassy slopes of the orchard are seen, 
while between the guardian figures of the entrance the display 
of roses may be enjoyed. Ancient coats of arms and other 
panels are let into the walls, while on the oak beams that stretch 
across lie wistarias and rambler roses. The greenery of 
Solomon’s seal and megasea gives a cool and restful aspect 
to the interior. It is a delightful spot for peaceful reflection 
in the heat of the day. Occupying the most westward point 
of the gardens, we get glimpses from it, towards the east, of 
many and various garden incidents, the more important of 
which, and especially the cloister, will be described and illus- 
trated next week.

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THE DEATH 


ANY a man who read his Horace at school formed 
there, obedient to his teachers, a picture of the poet 
which still hangs in the dusty lumber-room of his 
subconscious mind. Drawn by schoolboy fingers, 
it shows a rotund and rosy figure clasping a flagon 

in one hand and a Greek lexicon in the other. A sort of balloon 
issuing from the mouth bears the legend ‘‘ Nunc est bibendum.” 
Baldness, ill concealed by a wreath of roses hanging askew, 
proclaims the middle-aged roisterer. If, at long intervals, 
the picture is brought into the front parlour, where the full 
sunlight of conscious thought may play upon it, it is found to 
be framed in repulsive memories of crabbed and _ tortuous 
syntax and desiccated historical allusions. Still, within its 
horrid frame, that figure has about it some attraction not wholly 
dependent upon associations with care-free schooldays. The 
grotesque little rubicund man looks as though he knew life 
and might be not only gay but kindly also and wise. 

It is not in my power or yours to destroy that picture, 
but it may be possible to hang another one next to it, less 
grotesque and designed to rende: more explicit the vague 
attractiveness of the other. 

* * * 

Four years or so before the birth of Christ they brought 
to Horace the news of Mzcenas’ death. In the little country 
house above Tivoli, given him by Mezcenas and prized as much 
as he prized any earthly possession, Horace, when he heard 
the news, slackened his grip on life. Just before the end he 
had his couch moved to the tiny portico which faced the hills, 
and for a long while he remained silent and in profoundest 
thought. It was an evening in spring, and his gaze, 
passing beyond the budding chestnut plantations, beyond 
the silvery green of olives on the further valley slope, dwelt 
upon the far hills that rimmed the Ausonian sky with amethyst 
and opal. 

He did not cease revolving a thousand memories of their 
friendship, and especially those times when Mecenas, flying 
from the grime, the wealth, the uproar of Imperial Rome, 
had found quiet in this house. Horace knew how his presence 
soothed and refreshed the fretful statesman. It was not to 
discuss manuscripts or to appraise vintages that Maecenas 
came to Tivoli, but to taste a friendship pure of self-interest. 
How often had he exclaimed, waving his hand in the direction 
of Rome, “I am sick to death of all that sweating, frowning, 
servile mob. I can stand it no more. I'll let it all slide and 
come away out here, near you—build myself the little house, 
just such another as this, that you have taught me to dream of. 
See—there—down under that shelf of rock among the cherry 
trees Pompey’s soldiers planted.” 

And the poet had smiled at the vain words. Not for 
Mecenas was this life. Mezecenas, indeed, like himself, had 
come to terms with Fate: the contract was set and sealed. 
The statesman must remain in Rome and bear his burdens, 
must pass his days bending, coaxing, hammering to his purpose 
the selfish, timid temper of the mob, and his nights pushing 
away the dreadful prospect of a day that would cut short his 
schemes ; while the poet in an upland glade watched his labourers 
cutting firewood, or by moonlight rustic Phidyle burning incense 
at a wayside shrine. The meek curve of her neck ! 

Each man to his heart’s desire. The merchant to the sea, 
venturing his wealth against Auster, wild lord of the unresting 
Adriatic : Mzcenas to his schemes for cleansing and strengthen- 
ing his country. That task the poet could admire, well knowing 
Rome’s sorry plight and all her old uprightness and simplicity 
carried away and borne under in the furious flood of civil war. 
He knew, too, that the indomitable spirit lived yet, often hard 
smitten, yet gathering strength from each defeat, as some moun- 
tain oak, prone at the woodman’s feet and shorn of its vast 
foliage, draws strength from the very axe that stripped and 
threw it. 

And his heart’s desire? Playful loves and easy sleep, a 
quiet life escaping the jealousy of the gods, witty talk, Greek 
manuscripts, wine-jar cooled in the tiny rill that frets and 
fleets between its curving banks? Had that been all his desire ? 
Many had judged him so. 

But he, like Macenas, had driven his bargain with Fate. 
On his side he had surrendered all right to any gift that earth 
has in its bestowal. In return for that he remained secure 
and worked his works imperturbed, free indeed to enjoy and 
to reckon pure gain such pleasures as the hour might bring, 
but not free to murmur when they passed with the passing hour. 
That had been his bargain, struck in the full conviction that 
in a man’s life two things alone are certain, death and the 
irredeemable past. 
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Free to work his works imperturbed, he sighed and with- 
drew his gaze from the unnamed distances. In the field below 
his terrace wall he saw his bailiff and two farm-hands leisurely 
repairing the dyke that protected his crops from the unruly 
torrent. Repairing it for whom? Another master would 
come and the bailiff would be free to go, to his heart’s desire, 
to the greasy taverns and gambling hells of the Suburra. 

Indeed, the substance of his own achievement was not, 
he reflected, a city saved or a cause won. He had fought under 
Brutus: he had lived on the bounty of Augustus! No road, 
no aqueduct, no law inscribed on tablets of bronze was called 
after his name. He left neither wife nor child. What then ? 
Just this, his art. He had lived his art. His poetry had not 
been the occupation of an idle hour nor yet a trade. It had 
overlapped his existence on every side. Or no, say, his 
achievement was an art into which, piece by piece, he had built 
his life, with an artist’s unerring knowledge of his material 
and with an artist’s unwearying, unresting industry. It was 
a work complete, at harmony with itself in every part, secure 
against the blows of Fate. When the bronze tablets of the laws 
were ground into powder, when the bridges, the roads, the 
walls of Rome were smeared off the face of the earth, his art 
would remain. Its marbles did not reflect the gorgeous fires 
of Pindar or the austere glories of Virgil, but they glowed with 
a kindlier light borrowed from the familiar joys and sorrows 
of men. 

Wherefore, the end now come, his spirit could pass, soaring 
up on no frayed or drooping pinion but unfaltering and true. 

What was it he had written once to Maecenas? “ It is 
a faithful oath I have taken. Whensoever you lead the way, 
we will go, surely we will go together, comrades on that last 
journey.” Well—and in truth Mecenas had led the way. 

“* Poscimur-—_—.”’ he said, and was silent.

Secret Drama, by Isakel Beaumont. (Melrose, 7s. 6d.) 

THE natural impulse of the human heart, confronted with a compe- 
tition and a £250 prize novel, is to feel an access of pleasurable excite- 
ment ; the painfully acquired impulse of the reviewer is to remember 
that in similar circumstances hope deferred long ago made his heart sick 
and to open the book, as the majority of men have been said to lead their 
lives, with “‘ quiet desperation.”’ It is, therefore, particularly kind of 
Miss Isabel Beaumont to dispel that desperation without the loss of a 
single instant. ‘‘ Secret Drama ”’ might mean anything, from a Henry 
James novel to a cinema nightmare ; but the quotation from Joseph 
Conrad that immediately follows the title—‘t The envelope of flesh and 
blood on which our eyes are fixed melts before our outstretched hand, 
and there remains only the capricious, unconsolable, and elusive spirit 
that no eye can follow, no hand can grasp ”—can mean only one thing : 
that we need not be afraid to read on. And soit proves. Here is a first 
novel that is original in theme, interesting in development, even mature 
in technique. It owes something to the Russians, something more to 
Miss Dorothy Richardson, but not too much to either ; it remains the 
authentic product of an individual and gifted mind. The book treats 
chiefly of the relationships between a number of women, young, middle- 
aged, old, who are thrown together in a house, and, simply ignoring the 
well worn conventions of fiction as if they had never been heard of, ‘t 
does it truthfully. Instead of the usual assortment of minxes, cats and 
sentimentalists, Miss Beaumont provides modern, feminine human 
beings. The principal character in the book is actually an old woman of 
seventy, a doctor’s widow, mother of one of the younger women ; and 
the analysis of this old woman’s mental and spiritual processes, begin- 
ning with an absorbing love for her daughter and ending with a humble 
realisation of the claims of others, is really masterly, a sheer feat of 
sympathetic imagination. Marie, the daughter, too, in her hard 
modernity and egoism is ably realised ; not less so, however, is a poor old 
woman suffering from delusions who supplies the one piece of overt 
drama in the book, and two women who act as superior servants to the 
rest. But next to Mrs. Jesson, the old mother, the relationship between 
two girl cousins is the thing that evokes most admiration. ‘They are 
there to the life, natural, well bred girls ; the warm affection of Hilda, 
the simpler and younger, calls forth the chivalrous loyalty and champion- 
ship of the other, the charming Dido. The brief estrangement of the two 
over a young man, when Hilda is temporarily wounded in her pride and 
Dido (who loves him) sutfers tender anxiety lest it should be more than 
pride, is entirely convincing; so is their reconciliation, and Hilda’s 
impulsive petition to Dido: ‘‘ Do tell me anything that isn’t too—too 
spoony. I’m longing to hear it. I am really.’ ‘‘ Spoony,’’ in fact, is 
the very word for all that is so refreshingly absent from ‘‘ Secret Drama.” 
The men are less vividly realised than the women, but that is really all 
that can be adduced against Miss Beaumont; and it ‘s not much, for 
only one of them plays an important part in the book, and of him Miss 
Beaumont draws a pleasant and lifelike portrait. We can sympathise 
warmly with the publisher’s joy in his find, and can well believe that 
Secret Drama had no proxime accessit in the competition. Indeed, 
in an anonymous competition open to all, a lamentable number of 
established authors weuld fare badly beside it.

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HOLIDAYS ABROAD 


THE CHURCH OF BROU 
AT BOURG-EN-BRESSE 


By Sir Martin Conway. 


HE little duchies of Bresse and Bugey 
occupied, during the Middle Ages, the 
square formed by the Rhone after its 
departure from the Lake of Geneva to 
its confluence with the Saédne. In those 
days the Sadne and Rhone were the eastern 
frontier of France, beyond which, at the level 
of Dijon, lay Franche Comté, or the county of 
Burgundy, and to the south the Duchy of 
Savoy, between which Bresse and Bugey we:e 
situated. To-day, as you travel up the little 
railway line from Macon, it is difficult to 
imagine their ever having been not French, 
and, indeed, it is many centuries since, in 1601, 
Henri IV exchanged the Piedmontese Duchy of 








Saluzzo for these twain, thus carrying on his 
traditional policy of forcing Savoy further and 
further into Italy. 

Margaret of Pourbon, wife of Philip, Count 
of Bresse, made a vow in 1480, on the occa- 
sion of an accident to her husband, to build 
an abbey in that place. It was the fashion 
with wealthy princes in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries to build an abbey and 
an accompanying church to be the burying 
place for their family. Thus, for example, 
the famous Abbey of Champmol, near Dijon, 
was built by the Dukes of Burgundy and 
splendidly equipped. However, neither 
Margaret, nor her husband, nor their son, 
Philibert the Fair, Duke of Savoy, who all 
died prematurely, were able to accomplish 
this vow. Philibert had married Margaret of 
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Austria, daughter of the Emperor Maximilian 
and aunt of Charles V, who thus became 
Duchess of Savoy and Countess of Bresse. 
When left a widow she immediately undertook 
to build the abbey, and being of an ardent 
disposition and very splendid in her ideas, she 
determined to make it as fine a thing as 
money could buy. The conventual buildings 
were erected first for practical use. They 
were not elaborate, because at that time 
Margaret only disposed of moderate resources : 
but when Charles V appointed her Regent 
of the Netherlands, she obtained the command 
of great wealth and spent it freely on the 
church. Leaving her old home at Bresse, she 
went to live at Mechlin, and, as a matter of 
fact, never set eyes on her burial place. The 
first stone of it was laid in 1506, and the 
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work was not finished till 1532, the vear after 
her death. Jehan Perreal, the famous painter, 
was her principal artist up to and for some 
time after her move to the Netherlands. He 
made the first designs for the building. She 
employed other artists to make further 
designs, and finally she put the work into the 
hands of the Flemish master mason, Van 
Boghem. 

In the ultimate outcome, though the 
whole work is predominantly Flemish in detail, 
the French element residing in the original 
design is still in parts apparent. The building 
accounts, which are fairly numerous, present 
an extraordinary complication in the division 
of responsibility. Models were made by one 
artist and carried out by another. Designs of 
two or more artists were combined; and as 
different people were responsible for different 
things, the accounts got into great confusion. 
TOMB OF MARGARET OF BOURBON, Delays were numerous and quarrels perpetual.

SEVEN JOYS OF THE VIRGIN. 


Frederick H. Evans. 
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The famous sculptor Conrad Meyt was 
employed and contributed some identifiable 
figures ; but we happen to know that the 
models for these figures in painted terra-cotta 
were made by the French sculptor, Michel 
Colombe. Thomas Meyt was also employed, 
and many besides. By hook or by crook 
the work ultimately got finished. 

The nave of the church, which has five 
aisles, is light and spacious. The eye of the 
visitor is immediately attracted by the 
elaborate choir-screen, a kind of lacework in 
stone, multitudinous in detail and adorned 
with many sculptured figures and with 
branches of vines and oak treated like 


garlands. The choir stalls are among the 
most elaborate anywhere existing. They 
were the work of local wood-carvers. The 


figures and panels of sculpture on one side 
illustrate the Old Testament, those on the 
other side the New. They lead up to the 
three great tombs, the principal ornaments of 
the church, which, indeed, is nothing more 
than a splendid casket to contain them. 
The tomb of the foundress, Margaret of 
Austria, occupies the normal position of a 
founder’s tomb to the north of the altar. 
Corresponding to it on the other side is the 
tomb of Margaret of Bourbon, while in the 
centre between them stands the tomb = of 
Duke Philibert, with the vault beneath it. 
All three are designed in harmony and 
relation with one another. Philibert’s tomb 
is in two storeys. On the upper platform is 
the duke in armour with his ducal crown and 
the mantle and collar of his order, a lion 
crouched at his feet. Beneath, in the dim 
light, lies the almost naked corpse, remarkably 
sculptured. The whole is enclosed in a forest 
of columns, statues in niches, capitals, 
pinnacles and what not, all covered over with 
vegetation and a_ prodigious variety of orna- 
ments. 

The tomb of the foundress is even 
more complete and is, perhaps, the finest of 
its kind. On the tomb lies the portrait figure 
of the foundress, and another of her corpse 
beneath. Four elaborate piers at the corners 
support a canopy, the characier and elabo- 
ration of which are well depicted in the 
illustrations. The tomb of Margaret of Bourbon 
is open only on one side and occupies a deep 
niche in the wall. Its facade is of like 
character to the others and the accompany- 
ing statuettes in niches are of exceptional 
beauty. The east end of the north choir aisle, 
behind the foundress’s tomb, is enclosed as a 
chapel and adorned with an altar-piece of 
great size and complexity, illustrating in 
sculpture the seven joys of the Virgin. The 
lower storey immediately above the altar 
contains panels carved in round relief with the 
Annunciation and the Visitation. There is a 
superstructure sculptured out of ‘one great 
block of alabaster containing the other five 
subjects, each within a deep canopied niche, 
The central compartment, double the size of 
the others, shows the Assumption of the 
Virgin. Margaret’s oratory on an upper storey 
and many other parts of this most elaborate 
church will attract the attention of a visitor, 
but would only weary a reader. By great 
good fortune this extraordinary architectural 
creation, with so much fragile detail, has 
survived the perils of four centuries and come 
down to us in good preservation. It has 
received from time to time the necessary 
structural repairs, after being saved from 
the Revolution in 1792. It was, indeed, used 
as a stable for a time, but was ultimately 
redevoted to religious purposes, and now, as a 
public monument, it is under the protection 
of the State. 
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FARNE ISLANDS DESERTED BY TERNS. 
To THE Epitor. 
Sir,—As to terns deserting the Farne Islands 
this year, I am not surprised after reading 
Miss M. A. S. Best’s letter in British Birds, 
in which she states that owing to the depreda- 
tions of the lesser black-back gulls they have 
almost entirely deserted the Knoxes for the 
Brownsman (7.e., in 1921). As I pointed out 
in the same publication, “ the nidification of 
all terns moves in cycles, some places being de- 
serted, for no apparent reason, for a varying 
term of years by one or more species.’’ For 
instance, they left Ravenglass in Cumberland 
for no apparent reason, for five years, but 
again nested there in numbers in 1918. There 
are also reasons, chief among which is the 
destruction of their eggs, as quickly as deposited, 
by black-headed or lesser black-back gulls. 
This only happens when either of these species 
has become so numerous as to find food-getting 
for their young a difficult matter, or in a very 
dry summer. Sandwich terns desert a place 
for no apparent reason for a term of years: 
they all do. One year common terns left all 
their eggs because there was a scarcity of fry 


August, no empurpling of the hills; what 
better conditions could be imagined for the 
fathering of disease, and are not the young 
birds those whose constitutions are most liable 
to be first undermined by it? It is the old 
enemy which is attacking with everything in its 
favour, and, bar accidents (which so seldom 
happen in Nature), it will take more seasons than 
one of the very best of weather effectually to 
turn his flank.—GEorGE BoLam. 
IN A ROSS-SHIRE DEER FOREST.

Si1r,—I enclose a photograph taken last month 
in a Ross-shire deer forest. As you will see, 
the deer are changing their coats and are still 
in velvet. Owing to the very cold weather 
the deer were low down, and driving up to 
the forest I saw hundreds of them. On Garbat, 
the west side of Ben Wyvis, even the wary 
roebuck were by the side of the road in the 
open and away from the birch woods. ‘Thanks 
to the help of the head stalker, the photograph 
was obtained about 6.30 p.m., under the 
worst weather conditions—a gale, rain and 
snow showers, extraordinary weather for July ! 


with figures of corresponding size, too large 
for a glass cover; and the pendulum was to 
be over a yard long to beat the second.

GROUSE FORECASTS. 
To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—Some of the modern reports upon the 
state of the moors just prior to ‘‘ the Twelfth ” 
often fill me with amazement—as surely they 
must also fill others. Nests, eggs, and ‘* hatch- 
outs,” as well as the proportion of young birds 
that may eventually ‘‘ come over the guns,” 
all calculated to decimal points ; and this, too, 
over many thousands of acres! The precision 
with which details are worked out might satisfy 
a chartered accountant (did he happen to be 
without personal knowledge of the subject), but 
one wonders what help they can afford the prac- 
tical man. ‘‘ He probably never reads them,” 
grunts a friend at my elbow! And taking 
that as representing a pretty average opinion, 
we may pass on to another point. But before 
doing so, let me say that the shrewd remarks 
of Mr. Tom Speedy contained in CouNTRY 
Lire of August sth are open to no_ such 
criticism. They are to the point, and helpful, 
and, by contrast, justify reflection upon others. 
“* Disease,” it is to be feared, must have sadly 
upset the calculations, or forecasts, made a 
month or more ago by the keepers, or owners of a 
good many moors. At that date the prospects 
may have appeared almost rosy, or at least ‘‘ not 
bad’; now the very opposite would be a 
better description of some of the erstwhile best 
of our Border moors. Strongylosis has been 
bad on these moors for some years past, and the 
summer has been just such as one would expect 
to make it particularly fatal to young birds. 
There has been great absence of sun, more 
than enough of dampness, and (perhaps as a 
consequence) a marked scarcity of insect food. 
Heather and other moorland vegetation is very 
backward ; there is, even at the middle of

ACT OF PARLIAMENT CLOCKS. 
To THE Epiror. 
S1r,—I had the idea that the ‘‘ Act of Parliament 
Clock ”’ had taken the name from an enactment 
of the law on the Posting Tax, where the tax 
was laid down to be collected by the postboy, 
directed to note the clock when he came on 
and off duty, and to charge by the time on 
the journey ; and a clock was ordered to be 
placed where it could be read through the 
inn window, and so preserve the postboy from 
temptation. Our legislators were familiar 
with the convivial song, ‘‘ Landlord, fill the 
flowing bowl until it doth run over ’’—‘‘ Three 
jolly postboys drinking at the Dragon ’’—and 
they were reluctant to encourage others to 
act up to the precepts of the carousal. The 
Act of Parliament clock is the direct antithesis 
of the ‘‘ grandfather ’’ with baby face and tall 
case to protect the descent of the weights. 
The face of the Act of Parliament clock was 
ordered to be made a yard across: at least 


prior to the coach leaving the inn yard. ‘The 
effect of the Act of Parliament itself was rather 
a moral one than otherwise. It was very un- 
popular, and although the tax imposed was 
trifling, even considering the money value of 
that day, there is no doubt that many 
people did dispose of their watches as a pro- 
test against the Act, rather than to avoid the 
paying of this small tax. There is one point 
which, I think, Mr. Edwards entirely misses, 
and that is why these long-waisted mural 
clocks came to be preferred to other kinds. A 
long-case clock must stand upon an even floor, 
a condition which the yards of coaching inns did 
not provide. A clock with a pendulum of 
seconds length (39.1393 inches) was a necessary 
condition for good time-keeping such as the 
standards enforced before the granting of a 
licence. -Apart from the long-case, only two 
clocks would fulfil this condition : the hooded 
mural clock with weights and pendulum ex- 
posed, and the mural clock with an enclosed 
trunk. The latter would be preferable for 
many reasons. It would prevent the inter- 
ference with weights and pendulum on the part 
of the public, and would be a protection against 
atmospheric effects. For these reasons, among 
others, the mural clock came into existence ar 
the ideal time-keeper for the open yards of inns. 
The name “ Act of Parliament ”’ clocks, I think, 
merely stuck to them after the Act was repealed, 
more as a commemoration of the fact that such 
an Act existed than to indicate in any way that 
they were made between 1797 and 1798. ‘The 
latter would, of course, be an absurd conclusion. 
These wall clocks were usually lacquered when 
in exposed positions, the lacquer-work evidently 
possessing greater weather-resisting qualities 
than a case made of polished wood. ‘These large 
clocks, however, were made for many positions 
such as servants’ halls and the like. A very 
remarkable example still exists at Lyme Park, 
Cheshire. This, in my opinion, dates from 
the early days of the eighteenth century, and, 
therefore, is at least 60 or 70 years prior to. 
the passing of the Act.—HERBERT CESCINSKY

RARE ORCHIS IN SURREY. 
To THE Epiror. 
Sir,—There is no genus in British flora more 
fascinating than the Orchis ; the bee, spider, fly 
and butterfly are known to most lovers of the 
countryside, but Orchis incarnata, which I re- 
discovered in Surrey a few years ago, must be 
considered a great rarity, and, as far as I am 
aware, it has not been recorded from that county 
for many years, and it must also be considered

very local, as only one locality is known to me. 
Mr. T. W. Sanders, F.L.S., a great authority 
on British flora, has kindly furnished me with 
the following interesting account of the speci- 
mens which he examined. ‘‘ The recent dis- 
covery of specimens of Orchis incarnata in 
Surrey arouses interest on two debatable points. 
The first is whether it is entitled to be classed 
as a distinct species, or a variety of another, 
z.e., Orchis latifolia or Marsh Orchis, about 
which there is conflicting evidence. Bentham 
and Hooker, in the latest edition of their British 
Flora, describe it as a variety of O. latifolia, with 
narrow unspotted leaves, more regularly tapering 
from the base. Hayward in his ‘ Botanical 
Pocket Book,’ shares a similar opinion. On the 
other hand, Sowerby’s ‘English Botany’ 
classes it as a species, which is confirmed by 
Hanbury and Marshall in their Flora of Kent. 
The Kent authorities also give it specific rank 
in their Handbook of Herbaceous Plants. 
There is no doubt that O. incarnata is distinct 
enough to be classed as a separate species, and 
may therefore be regarded as such. The other 
point of interest is whether O. incarnata has 
been previously found in Surrey. According to 
Sowerby this Orchis was at one time plentiful 
in the neighbourhood of Godalming. If we 
accept his statement as correct, the recent 
discovery, though important and interesting,

is robbed of its novelty; there is, however, ro 
doubt that O. incarnata is a rare plant in 
Surrey, as, indeed, it is in many other southern 
counties ; odd specimens have been found and 
reported from Kent, Dorset and South Wales. 
It would be interesting to learn if this Orchis 
has been seen, otherwise than in Surrey, of 
recent years. It is a species that might not be 
easily recognised by students of British botany as 
distinct from O. latifolia; the latter is more 
frequently met with, especially in Kent, and 
probably also in Surrey. The chief marked 
distinction between the two is the absence of 
purple spots on the leaves of O. incarnata, as 
well as their more erect growth ; moreover, they 
are concave or hooded at their apices.””. My 
specimens were found at no great distance from 
Godalming, which confirms Sowerby’s state- 
ment. I fully endorse Mr. Sanders’ opinion 
that it is a distinct species. The photograph is

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OF BRICK AND TILE 


UILDING with brick takes us back 
to the very beginning of things, but 
we are here not concerned with the 
early but with the late use of brick- 
work. With the revived interest in 

the crafts connected with building there has 
been a wide appreciation of the qualities 
that distinguish good brickwork, and a 
marked change of attitude towards the finish 
of it. We realise now that the meticulous 
exactness both of colour and jointing which 
was considered so essential is rather a thing 
to be avoided. The old builders had no such 
notion of exactness, and that is why their 
work is full of interest. A brick was not cast 
aside just because it had been burnt to a 
deeper shade than its neighbour ; if it was 
a good brick it was built in ; and the result 
was a piece of walling of delightfully varying 
colour. 

Then there is the all-important matter 
of texture. Here again mechanical uniformity 
has been replaced by the freer treatment 
which belongs to hand work, and though 
the use of hand-made bricks is often pre- 
cluded on the ground of expense, even with 
machine-made bricks the best to-day are 
fashioned to simulate the older qualities... A Entrance Front. 
brick with a mechanically flat surface may 
resist the weather well, but years of exposure 
leave it as harsh as ever, whereas when a 
brick has a rough and varying surface it 
takes on a patina as the years go by, and 
thereby acquires a lively interest. So, too, 
with tiles; but there is one thing about 
some of the modern tiles which is difficult 
to explain, namely, how even though they 
be hand-made they settle down in one dead 
colour, lacking all the play of tone which is 
seen in an old tiled roof. One reason given 
for this is that some chemical action has 
taken place through the firing of the kilns 
with coal; but whether this is really the 
explanation it would be hard to say. 

Brickwork has come into its own again 
in respect to being accepted frankly. ‘There 
used to be a notion that a brick house was 
not exactly the sort of house one could be 
proud of. It seemed to be a far inferior 
house to one built of stone, for example; but 
the fact is, of course, that a brick house is 
as good as any other so long as it is built of 
good bricks. 

In the matter of tiles, one has to note 
that these may be used not only for the roof, 
but also as tile hanging, and this combination 
gives us a house which is as weather-worthy 
as any that could be devised. The house at 
Purley here illustrated is an example of this. 
It is a type of house that entails a minimum 
of expense in maintenance. There is little 
painting to be done in connection with it, 
and painting, never cheap, is a substantial 
item to-day. This house at Purley has brick 
used for the mullions of some of its windows. 
It is an effective treatment both from within 
and without. 

The jointing of brickwork is a detail 
about which opinions differ. ‘There are 
those who favour a fat mortar joint, wiped 
off flush with a trowel. Others prefer a 
raked joint, giving a succession of slight 
shadow lines over the whole face of the 
walling. Others, again, advocate the striking 
of joints in cement, and from the point of 
view of keeping out rain the last named has 
much to commend it, though it gives a 
harder and less interesting look to the wall 
than the first manner just indicated. But 
wholly to be condemned is the use of a 
very light-coloured mortar or cement, for it 
makes a house look like a doll’s house. This From the Tennis Lawn.

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In connection with tiled roofs one may note the charm 
of swept valleys, but it is well to remember that both tiles and 
tiling are expensive to-day in comparison with pre-war prices, 
and, if economy has to be studied, close attention should be 
given to the design of the roof. Wherever it is broken up, 
expense is involved, and also there is introduced the element 
of leakage, unless the work is thoroughly done. 

A considerable element in the charm of our English houses 
arises from a recognition of the finer qualities of the building 
crafts, and as showing how these things are regarded through 
other people’s eyes it is interesting to quote the following 
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remark of an American critic. He says: ‘In comparing 
English domestic architecture with country and suburban 
houses in America one is impressed at once by a fundamental 
difference—the ability and ingenuity of English architects to 
secure pleasing textures in the surfaces of walls and roofs. ‘The 
picturesqueness, the amazing variety, the distinct individuality 
shown in the materials used, and the manner of employing them, 
are sources of continual wonder and admiration to us.” These 
matters of texture and picturesqueness are, admittedly, not first 
principles in building, but they play a large part in the achievement 
of pleasant houses, and therefore merit study. ae A 





THE RACE FOR THE GIMCRACK STAKES 


POSSIBILITIES OF TOWN 


T York next week will begin that reunion of folk interested 
in the best class of racing who scattered and went into 
remote places with the passing into history of the 
Goodwood Meeting. We begin to regard that as quite 
ancient history when York comes along at the end of 

August with its breeders’ races, its celebration of the Gimcrack 
Stakes, and its important Ebor Handicap, which, though worth 
but a shadow of its old-time importance, nevertheless still has a 
strong hold on the workers of Yorkshire and among many beyond 
its ample borders. 

] have just been glancing at the entry which closed in the 
early part of last January for the Gimcrack Stakes, that historic 
and attractive race which is made the excuse for a most convivial 
evening late in the year on the part of the members of the 
Gimerack Club and their guests. Always the chief guest of 
the evening on such an occasion is the owner of the two year 
old which has won the race in the current year. Thus two years 
ago it was Lord Londonderry, after Polemarch had won, and 
now Polemarch is on his way to the Argentine to take up stud 
duties after having added a St. Leger triumph to what he 
achieved at York as a two year old. That fact of Polemarch’s 
expatriation is a reminder of itself of the world-wide fame of 
the British thoroughbred and how every country in the world, 
if it wishes to go on improving the breed of racehorses, must 
from time to time come back to England for the replenishment 
and further enrichment of its bloodstock. A year ago Scamp 
won the Gimerack Stakes for Lord Jersey, and I fancy that 
prominent member of the Jockey Club expressed a hope at the 
time that the colt might at any rate emulate the feat of Pole- 
march in going on to win a St. Leger. As a matter of fact, 
Scamp has proved rather a big disappointment, since here we are 
with the season two-thirds over and the colt has yet to win a 
race as a three year old. He has run five times and has not 
even been in the first three. It is hard to explain why this 
should be so, as he did undoubtedly promise exceptionally well, 
and Lord Jersey must even have allowed himself to hope at 
one time that a Derby might not be beyond him. He had also 
won the New Stakes at Ascot as a two vear old, and when he 
won the Gimerack Stakes he did so under full penalties. He 
only won by a head, and we made excuses and said that he 
was a clever winner at that, but we should have realised that 


he could not have been exceptional, because the horse that- 


ran him to a head was verv moderate indeed. 

When vou come to look into the records of the race the fact 
is borne in upon vou that few really good horses have been 
Gimerack Stakes winners. Or shail I sav that few winners of the 
Gimerack Stakes have proved themselves to be really good horses ? 
One reason may be that there is a scale of penalties and a maiden 
allowance, which give a big advantage to the one that can claim 
them if of any racing merit at all. Quite a number, which have 
received weight in this way, are in the list of past winners. I 
suppose the best horse for quite a number of vears past was 
Polemarch, and he was receiving weight, as he had not won a 
race up to the time that he came to York and won. Polar Star 
Was a very fine racehorse and his name stands out by reason of 
his win in 1e06. He was one of four which won for the present 
Lord Wavertree in a period of five years. That owner set up a 
remarkable sequence and became something of a = standing 
‘dish at the annual banquet in the sense that the honour of 
replying for the winner fell to him vear after vear. His other 
winners were Colonia, Rovat Realm and Lily Rose, names which 
became prominent at the National Stud, and we are reminded 
of Royal Realm ‘now dead) because the Duke of Westminster's 
very promising two vear old colt Twelve Pointer is by him. 

Sir Edward Hulton is another owner who in recent vears 
held a monopoly for some time. Horses owned by him won 
three years running. First came Lomond in 1911, followed by 
lippant and Stornoway. I remember so well how their trainer, 
Richard Wootton, had the greatest hopes of Lomond winning the 
classic races, but he proved a disappointment where the Derby was 
concerned. Stornoway won under the maximum weight and 
Wootton thought so much of him that he cried out for The 
letrarch to come on and be beaten by him. He could have 
had a go at The Tetrarch, if he had cared, in the following week 
at Derby, but it was left to the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster 
to bring them together, and history tells what the famous grey

horse did with Stornoway. I have written sufficient to show 
that in the past, at any rate, Gimcrack Stakes’ winners have 
not in their subsequent exploits made particularly brilliant 
contributions to history. Thus it is of very special interest 
to note now that the two year old of 1922 which is 
generally regarded as the champion, is not only in the entry 
for the race next week, but is understood to be a certain 
runner, all going well. I refer to Lord Woolavington’s Town 
Guard. He has at present only two book engagements this 
season—-the Gimcrack Stakes and the Criterion Stakes at one of 
the autumn meetings at Newmarket. Thus he is missing from 
such very important races for two year olds as the Champagne 
Stakes at Doncaster and the Middle Park Plate at Newmarket. 
This may be as well for owners of other high class ones in those 
races, but it is a reason why he may be expected to compete next 
week for the Gimcrack Stakes. 

Admittedly, unbroken bad luck is demoralising and may 
break the strongest nerve and temper; but Lord Wool- 
avington has shown how it can be worn down, and it is 
because his good luck is so well deserved that the man in 
the street is glad to see it and if possible to participate in it. 
Even now checks come along just to show that luck is 
subdued and not conquered. There is, for instance, Captain 
Cuttle’s breakdown for the St. Leger. Yet it would merely 
fit in with the story of his changed luck in 1922 were his horse 
I'red Power to prove capable of winning the last of the classic 
races. I do not suggest that it is a likely contingency, and | 
do not even know whether it is proposed to run him; but | 
do know that Fred Power is a pretty good horse and that this 
St. Leger is not going to take a deal of winning. Or, again, 
what if he could also win with his horse Prestongrange, which 
he has in training with Mr. Gilpin at Newmarket? I have 
scarcely heard this horse discussed, perhaps because he is in the 
same stable as is St. Louis. And yet he would have a very 
fair chance could it be certain that he has made marked 
improvement. He is of the type to improve. 

Returning to the subject of the Gimcrack Stakes next week 
it will, I think, be of some interest if I glance at the best known 
of those also figuring in the entry. There is Legality, the hand- 
some grey colt which has been winning for Lord Furness. His 
last appearance in public was when he beat Pharos fairly and 
squarely at Newmarket last July. I am not going to discuss 
him seriously because I do not think he will run. Lord Furness 
may not be altogether afraid of Town Guard, but his colt 
happens to be well engaged later in the season when there is 
no Town Guard obstructing the path to probable victory. 
So, altogether, I think we are safe in ruling out Legality on 
this occasion. I suppose Lord Derby’s best would be Dane’s 
Voe, a winner, but possessed of no chance of beating the one 
which will be favourite. Pharos was never entered. Sir Edward 
Hulton evidently has some relish for making Gimcrack speeches, 
as, in the hope that he might be again called upon, he entered 
five, including the winners Shrove and Scrumptious, neither 
of which I could give a serious chance to. Clearly the most 
formidable opponent for Town Guard would be Duncan Gray, 
the winner of the Woodcote Stakes at Epsom and a very gallant 
winner in the early part of last week at Leicester. 

He is unbeaten, and a meeting between him and Town 
Guard would be immensely interesting and sporting. Let 
me say again that this grey colt which Sir John Robinson 
had the good fortune to breed and now owns, because 
he did not reach his reserve when sent to be sold at the 
Doncaster as a yearling last year, is one of the very best of 
the year, and if he should run, then you may take it that 
Town Guard will not start at 11 to I on, as was the case when 
he was last seen in public, which was at Goodwood. Drake 
and Silver Grass are in the entry, but they can have little or 
no chance. The former, by the way, is owned by a lady, Mrs. 
Sofer Whitburn. Supposing that neither Town Guard nor 
Duncan Gray should run, then Drake would come right into 
the picture, and he would conceivably win. In that case we 
should have a lady as the principal guest for the first time, | 
am sure, in the history of the Gimcrack Club.

SHOOTING NOTES 


By Max Baker. 


THE BEGINNINGS OF A DUCK TRAP. 


OME weeks ago I made a passing reference to my intention 
to install a wild duck trap in a piece of country specially 
favoured by migrant fowl. Being some time later on a 
visit to the place, I was aroused one early morn by my 
energetic host, who knocked at the bedroom door and 
asked whether my promise to journey down to the river with a 
view to selecting the necessary site had been forgotten. In 
half-an-hour’s time we were wading ankle deep through dew 
and rain-soaked grass to a particular piece of meadow where 
the river came nearest to one of the keepers’ cottages. The 
stream was fringed with a lusty growth of reeds, it was moderate 
in size and of languid flow, being amply furnished with bordering 
plantations of the kind known as “ carrs ’’—in a word perfectly

suited to the purpose in view. The trap had to be located on a 
gentle incline touching the water’s edge, a difficult condition to 
meet without cutting a track through the reeds. However, we 
soon found a place where such an opening existed, no doubt the 
site of an old cattle drinking place, for the chalk which showed 
at the bottom not only supplied a solid footing, but had per- 
manently resisted the growth of marginal herbage. The needful 
material having been catalogued and brought to the spot, we 
set to work driving the larch poles into the ground and 
fixing the upright wire netting. Some scouts from a neigh- 
bouring camp gave valuable aid in raising the trap floor with 
turf. Gradually the trap began to assume its future form, the 
photograph showing the progress made at the end of two 
three-hour spells of work. 


SOME LOCAL GAME NOTES. 


During this visit I took special note of the progress of the 
normally large stock of game. Pheasants and partridge coveys 
were in constant evidence, the last named sadly deficient as 
regards size of family, and this on land of exceptionally absorbent 
qualities. Even here there was a difficulty in arriving at any 
just valuation of the residue of the large original broods. My 
host estimated that the coveys were down to an average of six 
young birds. There were many larger, but the mean figure is 
obtained by including severer losses in the reckoning. On the 
journey down I just missed the storm which converted London 
into a lagoon and yet another which caused the train’s entry 
into a provincial town to be through a way so flooded that only 


the iron rails stood above water. For a whole week we witnessed 
the subsequent alternation of storm, drizzle and heavy, over- 
hanging clouds, with on the whole a moderate total rainfall, 
but enough to keep the grass in a constant state of soak. Birds 
cannot thrive in such a season, and though few casualties have 
been picked up, one I happened to stumble upon was a fine, 
lusty young creature which by all appearance had succumbed to 
an accumulation of wet misery. Those alive and going about 
their business looked quite happy and fully able to survive what 
remains of the present tearful summer. The position is most 
lucidly expressed by the optimistic longings which have greeted 
every burst of sunshine that has arisen during the past couple 
of months. We keep on hoping for the best, treating that which 
is gone as past recall, and trusting that the worst is over. There 
have been many storms and wet spells since these longings 
first became a chorus, and still the spring of hope is unexhausted. 


TRAGIC FATE OF A RIFLE. 

A pathetic quotation in last week’s notes recited the difficulties 
of a Public School labouring to attain a high standard of O.T.C. 
marksmanship and thwarted by the enforced parsimony of the 
War Office. Comic relief is provided by a later incident. I 
obtained possession—never mind how—of an O.T.C. rifle which 
had behaved indifferently in the Ashburton match at Bisley. 
The barrel proved under cursory examination to be in good 
condition and but little the worse for wear. Yet it behaved 
curiously under the gauge test, refusing to take plugs of less than 
.303 diameter. Close examination by the aid of magnifying glasses 
revealed here and there stabs, jags and cuts of appalling cruelty. 
There was not only the trench where the implement of destruction 
had gouged its way, but also the upturned edges of the furrow. 
No wonder the passage of gauges was refused. The production of 
these scars is easily explained. After firing ball or blank ammu- 
nition the boys, by means of the usual cord, pull a piece of rag 
through the barrel. Theoretically the rag is a correct fit and 
slightly greasy. On occasion it is several times too large and 
Jacking in oil; moreover the bore is itself in a resinous and 
adhesive condition. Result, the rag which enters freely enough 
via the chamber gets stuck. Boys, knowing no law in mechanics 
except force, fasten the end of the cord to a post and pull on the 
gun. If the stricture cannot be relieved by single manpower, 
there are plenty of volunteers to join in, and the tug of war which 
results breaks the cord, leaving the obstruction firmly bedded in 
its seating. Such things never ought to happen, but as a fact 
they are of constant occurrence. No proper instruments are 
available for removing the obstruction, hence a cleaning rod with 
a more or less jagged screw end is hammered against the plug of 
rag cum cord, it is deflected sideways and cuts the bore. So 
endeth the useful career of a rifle—at any rate of the one under 
notice. We all know that “4 by 2” patches exactly fit the 
bore, but supposing the year’s allotment is exhausted in a single 
term, the same exactitude of fit is not attained by odd strips 
torn from shirts and other rags of the type which is plundered 
unceasingly from the careful housewife’s mending basket. 


THE WAY OUT OF THESE TROUBLES. 


Every story has its moral, and the moral in this connection 
offers a solution for the financial difficulties of the War Office in 
keeping the Public Schools supplied with the necessary hundreds 
of efficient service rifles, also for the perplexities of commanding 
officers in attaining a reasonable standard of marksmanship. 
Let regulations be what they may, the fact remains that boys 
love making a row and that the only essential use to which 
the majority of issued rifles is put is the firing of blank ammuni- 
tion on the occasion of field days. Rifles are supposed to be 
cleaned afterwards, but ‘“‘ afterwards’’ may often mean hours 
after the last corrosive residue from blank has dried hard against

THE ESTATE MARKET 


CLAREMONT, CASSIOBURY & CANFORD 


LAREMONT and Cassiobury Park 
have been sold, and the announce- 
ment that Canford Manor is in the 
market is also made to-day, and this 
is a holiday month! If these things 
happen in the vacation what may be 
expected when work is really resumed ? 

Sir William Corry, Bart., of Norbury Park, 
Dorking, is the new owner of the Duchess of 
Albany’s Esher seat, which Messrs. Knight, 
Frank and Rutley have sold, within a fortnight 
or so of the auction. Claremont was described 
and illustrated in Country LiFe of December 
14th, 1g01, and the particulars of sale were 
embellished by a full reproduction of that 
article. It has been so recently and fully 
referred to in the Estate Market pages, that there 
is no need to say more now. It was the home 
of Lord Clive, and was often visited by Queen 
Victoria. 

Cassiobury Park has been privately sold, 
since the auction, by Messrs. Humbert and 
Flint and Messrs. Knight, Frank and Rutley. 
The mansion, park and 435 acres, are com- 
prised in the transaction. 

The well known Watford estate, now 
acquired by a syndicate, was described in a 
special article in Country LIFE (Vol. Xxv1Il, 
page 392). It came under the hammer at 
Hanover Square on June 8th, when Mr. W. 
Hurst Flint mentioned that a recent, and 
independent valuation of the Grinling Gibbons 
carvings had assessed them at £15,000. The 
first Earl of Essex, on his return from Ireland 
in 1677, decided to live at Cassiobury, and he 
requested Hugh May to build the present 
house, leaving only the north-west wing of the 
earlier building. That wing was demolished 
in the year 1799, When Wyatt was employed to 
add a storey and make external alterations. The 
principal staircase is a notable example of the 
bolder work of Grinling Gibbons, whose 
genius enriched Cassiobury and confers its 
chief claim to admiration. The great carver’s 
art reached its culminating excellence in most 
of the Cassiobury woodwork. Building develop- 
ment is said to be contemplated by the pur- 
chasers, as regards much of the land. 

The very representative and 
collection of furniture and works of 
Cassiobury was sold recently. 

CANFORD MANOR, DORSET. 
TISCOUNT WIMBORNE has placed Can- 
ford Manor, and about 4,000 acres of the 
central portion of his Dorsetshire estates, in 
the hands of Messrs. John D. Wood and Co. for 
sale. The area to be dealt with represents 
probably rather more than one-fourth of his 
Lordship’s property in that district. His land 
extends from Wimborne to the coast, including 
Broadstone and Parkstone golf links, both of 
which he intends to retain. The dealings with 
building sites on various parts of his estate will 
continue to be controlled by his estate agent, 
Mr. F. J. Meaby. 

Canford Manor is one of the largest 
mansions in the southern counties, containing 
over a hundred rooms, including the ball room, 
and it has its own installation of electric light. 
The park covers 800 acres and is intersected 
and partly bounded by the Stour. The model 
village of Canford is included in the coming 
sale. 

In “ Highways and Byways in Dorset,” 
Sir Frederick 'Treves says that ‘‘ on the out- 
skirts of Wimborne is Canford Magna, once a 
manor that was really great. The village is now 
a model village, built according to a contract 
pattern. The houses, all alike, are all stamped 
with the same effusive coat of arms, as are the 
sheets of a quire of much-emblazoned note- 
paper. ‘The manor in times past was held by 
the Earls of Salisbury, the Earls of Lancaster, 
by John of Gaunt, by the Montacutes, and 


valuable 
art at 


other famous families. It ended, as many other 
great estates have ended, by ‘ coming into the 
market.’ The ancient house was pulled down 
and the present modern building appeared in 
its stead.”’ He adds that the manor belonged at 
one time to Ela, heiress of Walter de Eureaux, 
and she was given in marriage, by Richard I, 
to William de Longespee, who thereby became 
Lord of the Manor of Canford. This ‘‘ William 
of the Long Sword ” was the son of Henry II 
by Fair Rosamond. The beauty of his wife, 
Ela, and their great possessions, seem to have 
aroused unmeasured covetousness on the part 
of one De Burgh. who eventually slew William, 
but his aims were not accomplished, as the 
widow entered a nunnery. Of the church at 
Canford Magna Sir Frederick Treves says, “‘ it 
has been lamentably mutilated,” to an old- 
world village church ‘‘ have been added both 
an east and a west end in the loudest nouveau 
riche style.” 

That, in effect, summarises the history of 
Cantord Manor and its surroundings, and, 
incidentally much of what the careful and 
laborious Hutchins has to say in his truly 
‘** monumental ” old history of Dorsetshire. 

Hutchins expressed the opinion that the 
then existing house was probably erected by 
William Montacute, first Earl of Sarum, or his 
son, who lived in the reign of Edward II. 
Before that there was a residence there, for 
King John’s order, to his wine-steward at 
Southampton, to send three tuns “ of our wines 
of the best sort that is in your custody,’ to 
Caneford, is extant. Again, Henry III granted 
“*to our much beloved Uncle, William, Earl 
of Sarum, 80 chevrons (cheverons, or barge- 
couples, the principals of the roof) in our forest 
of Blakmore, for the rebuilding of the house 
(ad domos) at Cheneford.” 

The space at our disposal does not permit 
of tracing the property from its mention in the 
Domesday down in detail to to-day. It em- 
braces some well known names, including that 
of John de Warrenne, Earl of Surrey, whose 


family had early associations with Reigate 
Priory. Canford was purchased from the De 


Mauleys, in 1845, by Sir Josiah John Guest. 
Three vears later he engaged Mr. (afterwards 
Sir) Charles Barry to alter and enlarge the 
mansion, and the new work comprised among 
other things, the tower, the great hall and 
gallery staircase, the conservatories and the 
‘*“ Nineveh”? porch. A vast sum was also 
expended on the grounds. The property now 
for sale lies south-east of Wimborne.

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TAPESTRIES IN THE BOWES MUSEUM.—I 


HE grey town of Barnard Castle is dominated by two 

buildings, namely, the ruined fortress of the Lords 

Barnard and the Bowes Museum, a veritable treasure 

house of works of art, which, with its contents, park and 

endowment, were given to the nation by John Bowes, 
a gentleman of ancient lineage, of Streatlam Castle in the County 
of Durham, and his wife, Josephine Benoit, Countess of Montalbo, 
a lady of France. Their ideals and the history of the Museum 
are set forth in the excellent handbook by the former secretary 
and curator, the late Mr. Owen S. Scott. 

Inside the building the walls are clothed with tapestries— 
early Italian, German, Flemish from the sixteenth to the late 
eighteenth century, magnificent masterpieces from the Gobelins, 
Beauvais and Aubusson, with one fair Mortlake panel of ‘‘ Hero 
finding the body of Leander.’’ That such a great collection 
could have been exhibited for years in England almost 
unknown to lovers of tapestry seems inexplicable, more so as 
it and that of the Victoria and Albert Museum (CountTRY 
Lire, December 6th, 1919), are complementary. 

The earliest Bowes tapestry was woven about the year 1500 
and shows a party of musicians in a trellised arbour of roses 
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(Fig. 1). To the left is a lover giving flowers to his lass while 
shepherds and shepherdesses dance to a bagpipe tune. The 
subject looks purely secular, but by the old French verses along 
the top it appears to represent Easter falling in April. These, 
suggestive of the Song of Solomon, run as follows, the first 
word being indistinct: ‘“‘ Roal + Jesue + le + mois + doux 
+ et + contois + car + au + Vergier + sont + laman + 
et + lamie + quellant + de + fleur + et + Jhesus + mort + en 
+ crois + recut + par + quoi + reunit + le + mort +a + Vie”’ 
(sic). A free translation would read: ‘‘ Jesus is King; the 
month is mild and pleasant ; in the fruit garden the lover and 
beloved are gathering flowers; by the death of Jesus on the 
cross death is merged into life eternal.’”” The month alluded to 
is April. The lute-player in the arbour bears an inscription on 
his sleeve, of which the letters ]7 7 alone remain decipherable, 
being part of the word “ Avril,’’ which had been reversed in 
weaving. 

The border of gvelots appears in other tapestries of the 
period ; it is broken in the middle by a shield, gules, a fess 
argent—a Flemish coat. For this and other heraldic notes I 
am indebted to Mr. A. Van de Put of the National Art Library. 
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One of a very fine Chippendale suite, consisting of 
six single chairs and one settee.

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Another interesting heraldic detail occurs in a large 
fragment cut from the tapestry representing the 
Triumph of Time. This shows the flying Hours, 
the signs of the Zodiac and bears the arms of the 
Sire de Ravesteyn. A complete tapestry of the same 
design, without armorial bearings, may be seen in 
Hampton Court Palace. The Three Graces, Pallas, 
Mercury and others form the subject of another 
early Bowes hanging. 

To a rare and very beautiful style belong two 
small tapestries of the ‘‘ Life of the Virgin.” In the 
“ Presentation ’’ she is shown ascending steps, followed 
by friends, while ecclesiastics wait her at the door. 
On the left are vendors of offerings. Parts of the lateral 
borders remain. These are of conventional ornament 
and contain medallions in the middle with the in-

incriptions = and 4X° on left and right respec- 
tively. ‘‘ The Annunciation” (Fig. 3), contains 


architectural medallions with Judith and the head of 
Holophernes, the head of Augustus and that of the 
oracle consulted by him in addition to the chief inci- 
dent. The effect of these tapestries is that of some 
cathedral window where rich deep colours are sur- 
rounded by mellow grey tints. Dated 1510, of Italian 
origin, they have something in common with a set of 
French hangings of later date. Tapestries such as 
these are almost unprocurable and the despair of 
collectors. 

The Bernard Van Orley schcol of design is re- 
presented by a fine Brussels tapestry showing Rebecca 
at the Well. It bears a mark similar to that of 
William Pannemaker. The collection is rich in 
sixteenth century landscapes a@ petits personnages— 
hunters going to and returning from the chase, 
peasants dancing, playing musical instruments and 
making love among trees and flowers, while 
patricians promenade with hawk on wrist or recline 
in the flowery mead. There are many landscape ; 
and some figure tapestries of Audenarde weaving, 
one of these, representing the return of Jacob and 
his family, bears a weaver’s mark — N with a cross 
at the top of the last stroke.

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THE AUSTIN TWELVE 


F all the mass production cars 
that have been introduced by 
the British automobile industry 
since the war, the Austin 
Twenty is perhaps the most 

popular, for, not only has it captured a 
large section of the British market, but it 
has made a very good impression abroad. 
Since its introduction the Austin Twenty 
has been supplemented by two _ other 
models, one of which, the Seven, was 
announced only a month or so ago, and 
it belongs to the miniature class of car, 
although it has the incidental interest of 
having a quite unusual carrying capacity. 
The other model is, as might be expected, 
an intermediary between the Twenty and 
the Seven, and has an engine rated at 
12.8 h.p., being described by its makers as 


the Austin Twelve. It is with this car 
that we are now concerned. 
In general appearance and, indeed, 


in chassis design and construction, the car 
may be described as a smaller replica of 
the Twenty. It is fully representative of 
the best modern practice, but it is a chassis 
in which maximum efficiency is not striven 
for at the possible expense of durability 
and reliability. Thus the design through- 
out is of what may be described as a con- 
ventional character—conventional, that is, 
when judged by modern standards. The 
car has been designed and produced for 
those who require a car of moderate power 
capable of satisfying all the ordinary 
functions of a motor car without being 
possessed of any particular feature of 
performance to an extraordinary degree. 
To what extent the makers have been suc- 
cessful in attaining their ideal may be 
judged from the following notes. 

The engine is a four-cylinder monobloc 
of which the aluminium crank case is bolted 
up through the clutch casing to the gear- 
box, the whole constituting a single unit. 
The cast-iron cylinder block has a de- 
tachable head without valve caps; and 
as for internal engine particulars, it is 
sufficient to say that the bore and stroke 
are 72mm. by 102mm., the valves are 


arranged side by side, the crank-shaft is 
carried on five bearings, and the pistons 
are of aluminium. At 2,000 r.p.m. the 
brake horse power of the engine is 20, 


engine to the rear of the clutch casing is 
the starting motor, mounted at the side of 
the gear-box. Four speeds and reverse 
are provided by this latter, the control

which, as will transpire, is adequate to 
deal with the normal load of a car under 
all ordinary touring conditions. 

On the near side of the engine is 
mounted the magneto, driven through a 
vernier coupling and neatly housed in an 
extension of the timing gear-case, while on 
a forward extension of its spindle is mounted 
the water pump, so that cooling is by pump 
circulated water through a radiator of 
characteristic Austin design. On the oppo- 
site side of the engine is the carburettor, 
bolted to a manifold cast integrally 
with the cylinder block. Above the timing 
gear-case is the oil filler; while the 
dynamo, which is positively driven, pro- 
vides the drive of the fan through a forward 
extension of its spindle. On this side of the

being by a centrally disposed gear lever, 
and transmission rearwards is through an 
exposed propeller shaft to a semi-floating 
rear axle in which the bridge principle of 
construction is well manifested and in which 
helical final drive is employed. A some- 
what unusual, although not unique, brake 
arrangement is employed in -that the 
brakes in the rear wheel drums are 
operated by foot and the hand brake lever 
operates a_ brake situated immediately 
behind the gear-box. In both front and 
rear the springs are semi-elliptics, the 
latter being underslung and of very 
generous length; while the detachable 
wheels are for 765mm. by 105mm. 
tyres. 

Of other chassis details there is little 
to be said, for the Austin, by virtue of its 
robustness and neatness, may be regarded 
as typifying all that is good in British 
conventionality. There is, however, one 
point in the general lay-out which many 
motorists will be inclined to criticise. This 
is the position of the petrol tank, set 
amidships in the chassis with its filler 
underneath the driver’s seat. There is, of 
course, nothing against the setting of a 
petrol tank in the middle of a chassis 
except the necessity that it imposes, with- 
out involving extravagant departures, 
of being replenished from underneath the 
seat. 

The usual objection that applies 
to this is, of course, that the front pas- 
senger must be disturbed, but in the Austin 
this is not the case, for the driver and the 
passenger at his side have independent 
seats, and only the driver’s seat has to be 
lifted, and, as the driver would presumably 
have to perform the filling operation 
in any case, no.one need be disturbed 
unnecessarily. The filler to the tank is 
of very generous size, and at the side of 
it there is a gauge indicating the amount 
of petro] in the tank at any given moment.

comfortable bodywork it would be difficult 
to quote anything better than the Austin 
Twelve. The front seats are independeft 
only as regards the seats themselves,. for 
they have a single back and the whole is 
adjustable in a fore and aft direction 
within a very useful range, so that the 
Austin designer has displayed a welcome 
realisation that all motorists are not of the 
same size, but that all require a car that 
will fit them, which, within the realm of 
practical manufacturing, can cnly_ be 
achieved by the provision of an adjustable 
front seat. The rear compartment is 
very roomy, although, of course, the rear 
space available depends on the position 
of the front seat at any given moment ; 
but more important is the fact that the 
rear seat, both as regards squab and back, 
is sensibly designed as regards its angle 
and the quality of its upholstery. The 
body has four doors, so that any pas- 
senger can enter or leave the car without 
disturbing the others, and its weather 
protection is of a distinctly high order. 
The windscreen is of the two - panel ad- 
justable type, a fitting that is usually 
found only on more expensive cars. The 
hood is provided with a cover; and the 
side curtains, which open and close with 
the doors, are extremely well thought out 
and convert the car into a very com- 
fortable vehicle in bad weather. 
ROAD PERFORMANCE. 

The Austin Twelve may be sum- 
marised brietly. It is a very excellent 
ordinary car: in other words, it is a car 
that one imagines will satisfy in most 
details that great body of motorists which 
may be described as ordinary. Thus, the 


engine is very silent; it runs practically 
free of vibration, for only at about 30 m.p.h. 
on third speed did I detect any signs of a 
period, and a feature that will appeal to 
the ordinary driver is the very good top- 
Not being 


gear performance of the car. 
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of the ultra-high-efficiency type, it is not 
necessary to keep the Austin engine turn- 
ing over at high speed in order to secure 
adequate power output; and, in spite 
of its roomy and comparatively heavy 
body, this quite low powered car mastered 
on top gear many gradients for which I 
usually have to change down. Of course, 
the four-speed gear-box is there to be used, 
and the car amply repays for intelligent 
employment of this useful asset; but, 
nevertheless, there is no getting away from 
the fact that the top gear fetish is at 
the present time very enthusiastically 
worshipped by a large number of motorists, 
and to such drivers the Austin Twelve will 
make a very strong appeal. 

On looking at this car, a comment 
that almost inevitably arises to one’s lips 
is that it must be over-bodied, for the 
Austin Twelve touring model is surely the 
biggest car on the road, with an engine of 
only 1,600 c.c._ In one sense the observa- 
tion is quite justified, but in another it 
is quite erroneous. Before a car is criti- 
cised the critic must call to mind the 
reason that brought it into existence, or, 
in other words, the market for which it is 
intended to cater. Now, undoubtedly the 
largest car market consists of buyers who 
want a moderate powered car that may 
be relied upon to take them anywhere at 
a reasonable speed and in a high degree of 
comfort and with all possible economy, 
and it would be difficult to conceive of any 
car that meets this market better than the 
Austin Twelve. The maximum speed of 
the car proved to be a trifle over 40 m.p.h., 
with the possibility of 44 or 45 m.p.h. under 
favourable conditions; but the Austin is 
obviously not intended to be driven regu- 
larly at this speed. Not that it will not 
stand the treatment, but it runs so well 
and so satisfactorily at 10 m.p.h. less that 
it is clearly intended for the man who 
seldom wants to exceed this figure of 30 
m.p.h., but on the other hand does not like 
to fall below 25 m.p.h. when travelling 
along an open road. In other words, 
the best speed for the Austin Twelve is 
between 25 and 30 m.p.h., and if it cannot 
be enjoyed to the full at speeds in excess 
of 35 m.p.h., it compensates for this by 
the pleasure and comfort that it gives 
at the lower figure. 

It will probably be gathered from the 
foregoing that at high speeds the road 
holding of the car is not exceptionally 
meritorious, which is very strange, in a 
sense, because the springing is very good, 
enabling the car to tackle bad roads al- 
most as though it enjoyed them, and the 
steering is as pleasant as steering can be. 
The fuel consumption, I was told, should 
approximate to 32 m.p.g., but on my test 
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it was nearer to 26 m.p.g., and I imagine 
that when I took over the car from the 
Austin Depot in Oxford Street the tank 
was filled with the National Benvzole 
Company’s Fifty Fifty fuel, or, at least, it 
contained a large percentage of benzole. 
Indeed, this car provided one of the most

striking examples that I have ever seen 
of the shortcomings of ordinary petrol as 
a motor fuel, for, on running the tank dry, 
I refilled with ordinary petrol from a 
wayside pump, and the smoothness, sweet- 
ness, docility and power of the engine 
immediately changed from maximum to 
something like minimum. It may have 
been, of course, that the engine had need 
of decarbonisation ; but if I had completed 
the whole of my test of the Austin on pure 
petrol as a fuel I should have formed a very 
different opinion of the capabilities of the car 
than that which now dominates my mind. 
The obvious and _ unquestionable 
solidity and robustness of the chassis and 
complete car, the comfort of its bodywork, 
the efficiency of every working component, 
including the brakes and the ease of gear 
changing, make the Austin a car that offers 
a very special appeal to the man who wants 
a comfortable get-anywhere vehicle. Full 
advantage is taken of its central gear 
control, and the provision of a door for 
the driver is a thing that the average 
passenger appreciates. The front com- 
partment of the car is quite up to the 
standard of most touring cars in the comfort 
that it offers to its occupant. Certainly 
at £550 the car is real value for money, 
because, although some other cars about 
the same figure may give a slightly higher 
road performance, it is very doubtful if they 
willequal the all-roundsatisfaction promised 
by the Austin Twelve. W. 4. J

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impossible for one of its four passengers, 
with the single exception of the one next 
to the driver, to dismount without dis- 
turbing the others. 

The Gwynne all-weather body seems 

to be as light as such a body can possibly 
be without loosing durability, while the 
objection of liability to rattle that is 
sometimes raised against the light body 
is met by a guarantee that undue rattle 
will not develop. Also the hood of this 
body is surely the most easily erected and 
lowered of any in existence, for we have 
seen a youth standing in the body raise 
and lower the hood without putting for- 
ward the slightest apparent effort. The 
folding mechanism is most ingenious both 
in its actual method of operation and the 
way in which the top is made to fold itself 
when the body is used as an open car. 
The glass windows in the doors are raised 
or lowered by a strap in the ordinary way. 
The price of this Gwynne body promises 
to compare very favourably with that of 
others on the market that have not its 
exceptional advantages. This asset of 
low price, combined with that of its 
lightness, are alone enough to make a 
very special appeal to a wide circle of 
“users. 
After inspecting this body we have 
no hesitation in acclaiming it to be the 
best of its type that we have seen, and, 
provided the angle of its rear seat, both as 
regards the back and the squab, is given 
necessary attention, it should become the 
most popular all-weather body on the 
market. To be quite frank, the rear seat 
is at present far from perfect, which seems 
to be a quite unnecessary and easily 
avoidable limitation to an otherwise excel- 
lent production. Most important of all 
its assets is that the weight of this body is 
claimed to be only 15lb. greater than an 
equivalent open body. The sole selling 
rights have been acquired by the Portland 
Equipment Company, Limited, of 94, 
Great Portland Street, W.1.

COUNTRY LIFE. 
The 200 Miles Race. 


Ti: 200 miles race organised by the 
Junior Car Club was run off last 
Saturday with a similar success to 
that attending this important event, the 
first of its series, last year. As was only 
to be expected, the attendance to witness 
the 1,100 c.c. class which began at 8.30 a.m. 
was scanty, but even so there was a much 
larger crowd at the track in time for the 
finish than had generally been anticipated. 
Of the nineteen entrants only five finished 
the course, the winner being M. Benoist 
driving a Salmson at 81.88 m.p.h.; the 
second was M. Devaux driving a Salmson 
at 81.6 m.p.h., while third, fourth and fifth 
cars were G.N.s driven by H. R. Godfry, 
F. N. Picket and Captain Frazer Nash in 
the order named. 

The performance of the winning car 
in this race can only be described as an 
extremely wonderful one, for a car with an 
engine rated at some 8 h.p. to run slightly 
over 200 miles at practically 82 m.p.h. is 
an achievement that a few years ago 
would have been rightly regarded as 
entirely removed from the realm _ of 
possible fact. In a different way Captain 
Frazer Nash’s performance is equally 
notable, for when he was leading and 
everything pointed to his achieving a 
victory a piston broke in his engine. 
He repaired this during the progress of 
the race and yet finished within the 
stipulated maximum time, his speed being 
no less than 62.6 m.p.h., no allowance 
being made, of course, for his stop, which 
lost him twenty-two laps out of the total 
requirement of seventy-three. 

In the 1,500 c.c. class the victory fell 
to the Talbot Darracq driven by K. Lee 
Guinness, his speed being 88.06 m.p.h. 
which, if memory serves us right, is about 
2 m.p.h. higher than the winning speed 
last year, when, it will be remembered, the 
Talbot Darracqs finished first, second and 
third. This year J. Chassagne made a 
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bad start and had continual trouble 
finally bursting a tyre and going off the 
banking, but without serious injury to hi: 
self or his mechanic in the forty-third lap, 
Second place was taken by an Aston 
Martin driven by G. C. Stead at a speed of 
86.35 m.p.h, H. O. D. Segrave being 
deprived of this position by a stop ior 
changing plugs in his forty-seventh la» 
and he finished third at 85.55 m.p h.

A FRESH RUSSIAN INFLUENCE. 


T this period of the vear it behoves one to go very carefully week, and in the deep elbow-length cuffs, also in certain bel! 
in the chronicling of modes. Only those privileged shaped sleeves embroidered to the same depth. LL. M. M, 


to get a peep behind the scenes at the 

exclusive houses are in any sort of 

position to predict, and then only with 
large reservations, as to what will be worn; for the 
public is proverbially fickle, and frequently elects to 
favour styles our arbiters of fashion least expect. 

There are plenty of rumours floating about, but 
they are dreadfully conflicting. On the one hand, 
for instance, we hear that classic Greek draperies 
will carry all before them for indoor dresses ; 
and, on the other, we are shown picture frocks 
with bouffant skirts and quaint, tight little carly 
Victorian bodices. Trimmings, again, are said to 
be rapidly diminishing in tavour, especially for 
outdoor wear, a statement that is immediately 
contradicted by meeting beautiful Russian em- 
broideries, in characteristic colourings, embellishing 
dresses of black duvetyn and worn with little 
Cossack caps bound with fur. 

One fact, however, pretty well assured is that 
black will take a leading place and is already 
inclined to share full favour with the long range of 
browns ; while there are in addition one or two 
greens of the olive and myrtle order that are un- 
questionably creeping to the fore. It is perfectly 
clear what has given this fresh impetus to black 
for day wear. The materials in which it is offered 
are so many and various, and frequently of so 
bright a texture, as to do away with the sombre 


appearance. This holds particularly true of such 
fabrics as duvetyn, kasha, face cloth, perllaine, 
corduroy velvet and corduroy serge. There are 


certain high lights in all these that tend to bright- 
ness and so avert monotony, as likewise do the 
clever touches of white so often introduced. There 
is, probably, no sign of this relief until the coat of a 
costume is thrown open, to reveal a lining of white 
and a little bodice top of heavy white crépe de 
Chine or jersey ; or, perhaps, a coat-frock will have 
a sash or side panels lined with white, a narrow 
I'rench hem of the contrast defining some curiously 
fashioned décolletage. Vor, be it known, the venue 
of the uneven line is inclined to shift itself from 
the hem of the skirt to the top of the bodice; but 
with what success remains to be seen. 

Large black panne hats are being shown having 
cog feathers in their natural iridescent hue distributed 
all over the front. These, maybe, are a little mad 
and suggestive of an infuriated cockatoo, but they 
nevertheless have a chic that is quite indescribable : 
they are also-infinitely preferable, because less heavy 
and cumbersome in appearance, to the solid coq 
plume. Then, the narrowing off of the backs of 
hats, both large and small, is clearly in deference to 
the high collars and furs which we are destined to 
wear during the coming months. 

Already established and selling freely are short 
and _ half-length coats of imitation furs—that is to 
say, of wool materials woven to so closely resemble 
agnella and striped astrachan that the closest 
inspection and touch are capable of keeping up the 
illusion. The colourings are likewise most discreetly 
selected to enhance the etfect. One particularly 
attractive example was in a deep mole grey shade, 
the back of the model quite straight and rather 
close fitting, the fuller fronts being drawn lightly 
to the figure by a deep belt of the same, passed 
through a wooden buckle ornamented with poker 
work. Another example in pale grey, which was 
much more closely woven, had the straight sides 
caught together by fancy clasps, to which a charm- 
ing touch was added by a doublure of delicate 
vellow crépe de Chine. 

Rather more daring is a nuance that recalls a 
golden setter dog and is usually expressed in a closely 
curled weave. As a trimming in the form of collar 
and deep elbow-length cuffs this is especially 
effective on brown or black duvetyn or navy 
perllaine. There is very little—if, indeed, any— 
doubt that these wonderful woollen productions 
will seriously rival the cheaper qualities of furs, 
which, no matter how adroitly they are dyed and 
treated, invariably reveal their humble origin far 
too quickly.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHTING OF LONDON’S NEW COUNTY HALL. 


STRIKING feature of the electric light fittings recently made 

by Messrs. F. and C. Osler, Limited, of 100, Oxford Street, 

W., for the new London County Hall is the method of 

suspension of the dish pendants supplied to the Chairman’s 

and principal committee rooms. The four vertical chains 

from the ceiling are attached to scrolls supporting the bowl 

—a distinctly architectural treatment. The fittings for the lobby 

were specially designed for the lighting of a large area with a 

single half-watt lamp, and consist of a covered bowl of flint glass 

cut in rounded flutes and frosted so as to tone down the brightness 

of the lamp—a combination which produces a soft, pleasing light, 

perfectly diffused. It is interesting to note that the two firms who 

were entrusted with the contract for most of the fittings for the County 

Hall have been in business for more than a hundred years—Messrs.
